HE victory of the Anglo-Franco-Russian co- 

. alition certainly would insure some years 

of peace to Europe. But would it defi- 

nitely insure prevalence of pacific ideas, the end 

of militarism, a durable concord among the peo- 
ples, the races and the states of Europe? 

In other words: Will it be an event of which 
it may be said that it changed the face of the 
world and the course of history, as is said—and 
rightly—of the French Revolution? Only a 
prophet could answer yes or not to this question. 
Without being a prophet, though, we can at least 
peek to make clear what would have to happen 
for the victory of the coalition to give to the 
world the priceless blessing of a definite peace, 
leaving to future events, naturally, to say if 
these things occus—and to what measure. 

Definite peace means disarmament. Europe’s 
great error has been her belief that she could 
assure peace indefinitely by the EQUILIBRIUM 
of armaments, augmenting them on all sides in 
@ like degree. There is no organ without func- 
tions, so it is not possible to increase armies 
and navies, to spend billions every year on man- 
ufacturing arms and keep them idle indefinitely. 

There are many different reasons why the 
European war broke out, but one of the greatest 


reasons has been, I might say, the almost mechan- 


ical action of the armies themselves. The Ger 
mans did not want to spend so many billions on 
an army and navy without at least having the 
gatisfaction of knowing that the German power 
Was respected and feared, when they desired it, 
all over the world. So they demanded an ener- 
getic and resolute policy of their Government. 
But in France, Russia and England, the people 
who spent such enormous sums for their armies 
and their fleets, in their turn demanded that their 
armies and fleets be able at least to resist the ex- 
cessive demands of German diplomacy. Naturally 
that which to Germany seemed a just demand ap- 

ared an intolerable one to France, England and 

ussia, and, vice versa, that which seemed le- 
gitimate to these Powers was insupportable to 
Germany. So the Powers went on for many years 
disputing, until at last, each people wanting the 
money it had spent in armaments to bear fruit, 
one ‘fine day the Governments found themselves 
face to face on a question, and the universal war 


droke out. 


Big Standing Armies Cause War. 
HIS will always happen as long as a nation 
T ‘{n Europe will be ambitious to have an 
army or a navy as strong as it can. It is 
mot possible—I repeat—to have a secure peace 
without reasonable disarming. But will disarma- 
ment be possible in Europe after the war? There 
is no doubt that during the first years that will 
follow this war it will be impossible to increase 
the armaments, and perhaps it will be possible 
everywhere to diminish them. This war is cost- 
ing each of the various belligerent peoples about 
one to one and a half billion dollars a month of 
actual expenses, not counting what the war de- 
gtroys or what it prevents being produced, which 
is more still. 

The war has already lasted seven months, and 
we should all be content if we were sure that in 
five months more it will be over, because every- 
thing leads us to believe that it will last even 
longer. Such a gigantic consumption of capital 
cannot but impose 10 years of husbanding forces 
and'‘economy on Burope. At the close of the 
war all the belligerent states will be reduced 
tu this dilemma: 

To fail, not paying the interests of their debts ; 
or to reduce military erpenses to more reason 

proportions 
en to fail would only be adding catastrophe 
to catastrophe, because when peace is made the 
belligerent states will have need of immense sums, 
and a etste to have credit must honor its obli- 
gations. So there will be nothing left to do but 
' peduce the military expenses. 

So it can be reasonably hoped that peace will be 
foliowed by a partial disarmirg. But will this 
disarmament be transitory or definite? That’s 
the point. Great as is the waste and destruction 
of this war, 10 years of'intense work can repair 
many rujas. And man forgets so quickly! If,

This satanic pride with which uhoders civ- 
ilization now glitters is not a feeling that is 
absolutely necessary to its life. Other civil- 
izations that still accomplished great things, 
like the antique civilizations, did not know it. 
They knew how to be more prudent and more 
modest. So there is no reason to hold that 
our feelings cannot change on this point. The 
crisis will be long and difficult, but peace, 
concord, solidarity are such blessings!

National Pride Dangerous Emotion. ‘ 


~@ BOVE all, that fanatical pride which today 
A turns the heads of all the European peo- 

ples—and those of America to some extent 
—must be moderated. He who will seek the deep- 
est funucmental reasons of this war will find out 
that it is another of the many tragedies of hu- 
nian pride. Political rivalries and ‘contrasted busi- 
ness interests have contributed to its break- 
ing out, but they alone would not have sufficed. 
PoHtical rivalries really only affect small groups, 
and business interests are numerous and varied, 
each being able to move relatively few people, 
and there are no bankers, Kings or ministers who 
can persuade a state to declare war unless they 
are vigorously sustained by the mass who. must 
give their blood and their gold. 

The masses of today are not easily disposed to 
shed their blood and spend their gold for the 
honor of a crown, for the political program of 
some party in power, or for the interests of some 
industry or business concern! 

The political and business rivalries have suc- 
ceeded, nevertheless, in dragging the people into 
this war through their pride. Every people of 
Europe wants to be ahead of, or least equal to, 
all the others in everything. Each one wants 
an army, a navy, a mercantile marine, manu- 
factures, business, literature, art, science, finance, 
a colonial policy not a bit less than that of the 
others. | 

People who have never had either art or litera-

As if this were not enough, we have another 
misfortune! There was, in the heart of Europe, 
a people who, right or wrong, were persuaded that 
they were greater, wiser, better and braver than 
their neighbors, and because of this they wished 
to be treated as a supertor people. But their 
neighbors, while recognizing this people had many 
sterling qualities, still did not want to be con- 
sidered less than they wére and to;humiliate them- 
selves in their presence. For 10 years these peoples 
fought with the pen, words and political intricue, 
each seeking to demonstrate by arguments his 
supertority and the inferiority of the other. At 
last, as the @iecussions never persuaded the ad- 
versaries, they came to the judgment of God. 


Tragic Pride at Bottom of War. 


E need have no illusions: That arden 
patriotism which is today sustaining the 
peoples of Burope in this inhuman con 

flict, which makes the masses stoically support 
the losses and awful privations of this intermina- 
ble war, is at bottom tragic pride. The Germans 
want Europe to see how much they can do even 
against so many enemies, so they persevere in 
the struggle, die, give up their substance, resign 
themselves to famine and ruin, after having

reached a comfortable position by 30 years of

The other peoples want to show the Germans 
that their number, their audacity and their ob- 
stinacy do not frighten them at all, and in their 
turn they sacrifice lives and treasure without 
heed. Pride and obstinacy of both sides, as al- 
ways happens, becomes more and more exasperat- 
ed—and the contest waxes more furious, bloody, 
ruinous. 


So the conclusion is plain: Wars—and terrible 
Wwars—will always be possible in Europe while the 
peoples will be such easy prey to pride, while they 
all will want to be first in everything, while they 
will all be so ready to believe themselves superior 
to all the others and want to be treated as superi- 
ors; until a sincere and deep sentiment of re- 
ciprocal respect and moral equality will have taken 
the place of blind pride; until the Hungarian and 
Serb, the Frenchman and the German, the En- 
glishman and the Irishman, the Russian and the 
Pole, will be seated at the same table, even if not 
with love, at least without hate, feeling themselves 
equals, recognizing that civilization’s work is 
immense and needs innumerable workmen, and 
that each people can with honor do its own part.

Taxation. 

T is enough to put the problem that way to 
| see how hard, complex and difficult it is. 

Such a mental and moral transformation is 
little less than a revolution in old Eu-:ope, where 
national pride has been the most powerft. stim- 
ulant to activity of all the people for more than 
a century. Modern civilization has assured man 
of many advantages; all comforts can get to him 
by means of the rapid communications; of an 
ambulance, such as was never seen before, of 
everything, especially those things most necessary 
to existence; of an efficacious and powerful de- 
fense against the ills that tormented past gen- 
erations, such as diseases, pestilence, famine, etc.; 
of an intellectual and social equality of which past 
generations did not even have the most remote 
idea. : 

But in compensation this civilization imposes 
on us obligations the past generations did not 
know: Obligatory military service, a lot of extra 
taxes to pay, taxes that are very high, too! an 
incessant, assiduous, tenacious activity, tormented 
by a continual sense of responsibilities. Two cen- 
turies ago men lived much more simply; they 
worked much less than we do and were much 
calmer about it. 

Now all the advantages that this civilization 
offers us would not suffice to conquer the innate 
laziness of man, to shake up the strong egoism 
that makes most men prefer to have little and 
be tranquil than to have much and be agitated, 
if the stimulant of national pride were not added. 
Each people works more than is necessary to sat- 
isfy their needs because they are animated with 
the spirit of wanting to do bet* + than the other 
peoples. 

So national pride is the} -r which all the Gov- 
ernments of Europe use te carry on their policies. 
Awakening national pride and the desire of each 
people not to be less than the others, the Europe- 
an Governments succeed in obtaining the consent 
of their parliaments to increase public expenses— 
both civil and military—to make new schools, new 
fortresses, new streets, new railroads. Exciting 
national pride and emulation, they make the people 
tolerate new military expenses, the enormous 
taxes of tuo pr “tive system, the wastes of the 
public administradons, which have everywhere 
become about incurable; the disturbances which 
the regime of great industries never fails to fo- 
ment. Exciting further and further national pride 
and emulation, the Governments have even got the 
people to tolerat“*and approve the expense and 
danger of that colonial policy that in the last 
half century has opened a new continent—Africa 
—to the initiative and enterprise of Europe. 
National Pride Used Many Ways. 

OME Governments have even carried this 
S spirit of national pride to private interests, 
industries, business, the sciences, the arts, 

even amusements and '‘religions. Industries and 
businesses that want to make known new products 
or introduce new ways; new sciences seeking 
backers and arts seeking customers; introducers of 
new sports, new political ideas, new moral or 
religious sects, they all use this argument: That 
a nation must not be behind the others, must 
measure up with the others in all fields. * * *

Noted Statesman Analyzes Famous “Order in Council’ and Declares the Measure — 
Less Hurtful to Neutrals Than Germany’s Submarine: Warfare and a Permis- 


Violates the Lefer of International 
Law, He Admits, 


But Spirit of the Rules of Nations 
Are Carefully Regarded. 


Effects of the Order on the Neutral 
Powers Are Discussed.

LONDON, March 27. 
HE RIGHT HONORABLE JAMES ARTHUR 
T BALFOUR, former Prime Minister and 
for many years acknowledged leader of 
the Conservative party in England, today broke 
a rule he has long rigorously followed and gave 
to a correspondent of the Post-Dispatch an in- 
terview, defending Great Britain's action in es- 
tablishing a virtual blockade of the coasts of 
Germany. 

Since he nominally resioned the Conservative 
leadership, Balfour has refused to be interviewed 
on matters of political importance. He departed 
from his custom this time in the hope that it 
might help Americans to an understanding of 
the situation as an Englishman sees it. 

Although he upholds, as the only feasible 
thing in the circumstances, the now celebrated 
“Order in Council,” he takes pains to make it 
clear that he had nothing to do with framing it 


and that netther he nor his party was respon- 


sible for t. 

Balfour is today, as he has long been, one of 
the great figures in England. He is renowned 
not only as a statesman, but also as a student, 
writed and lecturer on economic, Pa teai es 
and esthetic matters. , 


Sir Arthur’s Statement. 

His statement follows: 

6 , REAT interest has naturally been ex- 
cited in America over the threatened 
blockade of Germany by allied fleets, 

many criticisms have to be made against Gov- 
ernments responsible for this policy. This is 
most natural and legitimate. The order in coun- 
cil affects both neutral interests and international 
law. 

“And the United States of America, greatest 
of all neutrals and a leader of reform in inter- 
national procedure, has double interest in the 
‘ discussion. 

“Let me say before I go further that I am in 
no sense personally responsible for the policy 
which has been adopted. I was not consulted 
upon it and I view with greatest dislike any 
course which seems in smallest degree to violate 
rules of international warfare. But those who 
will consider the present case on its merits will, 
I think, be persuaded that the policy of the 
allies has a conclusive moral justification. 

“Put shortly, the case is this: The Germans 
declare they will sink every merchant ship they 
believe to be British, without regard to life, with- 
out regard to ownership of cargo, without any as- 
surance that vessel is not neutral and without 
even pretense of legalization. The British reply 
that, if these are to be the methods of warfare em- 
ployed by the enemy, the allies will retaliate by 
enforcing a blockade designed to prevent all for- 
eign goods from entering Germany and all Ger- 
man goods from going abroad. Whether such a 
policy be or be not in harmor with accepted 
rules of international law, is ¢ vint to which I 
shall refer in a moment. Bu. chis at least may 
be said in its favor: 

“Tt cannot cause the death of a single innocent 
civilian; it cannot destroy neutral lives and neu- 
tral property without legal process; it cannot in- 
flict injury upon .eutral commerce comparable in 
character or extent to that which would be pro- 
duced by a blockade whose legality was beyond 
question. But this contention, however true, is 
in the eyes of some critics, quite immaterial. 


Comparison of Policies. 
66 AW, they say, is law. Those who break it 
L are guilty of a wrong which does not 
become a right because others have 
broken it in a manner yet more deserving of con- 
demnation. The German practice may be brutal 
to belligerents and reckless toward neutrals; the 
British practice may be careful of human life and 
tender towards the interests of noncombatants. 
No matter. Neither can find justification in the 
accepted rules of war; both, therefore, fall under 
the same condemnation. But such mode of rea- 
coning applies the most rigid technical standards 
in a case where technical standards must be used 
with caution. It appeals to the letter of interna- 
tional law, bht it ignores the spirit. 

“What, in the eyes of the objector, is the defect 
of the British order in council? It is that the 
blockade, of which notice has been given, does not 
possess all the charateristics of blockade, as de- 
fined in authoritative textbooks, and that, in par- 
ticular, it violates the rule which forbids ‘dis- 
crimination’ tn favor of one neutral as against 
another. 

“Now, the object of this rule seems clear. It 
ic designed to prevent the blockading Power from

using its privileges in order to mete out different 
treatment to different countries, as, for instance, 
by lett!ng ships of one nationality pass the block- 
ading cordon while it, captures the ships of an- 
other. Such a proceeding ‘ts, on the face of it, 
unfair. It could have no object but to assist the 
trade of oné neutral as against the trade of an- 
other, and arbitrarily to redistribute a burden 
which war unhappily inflicts on neutrals as well cs 
on belligerents. | 


“Now, I submit that, if: there be ‘discrimina- 
‘ion’ inflicted by the British blockade, it is not 
discrimination of this kind. It does, no doubt, 
leave the German trade with Sweden and Nor- 
way in the same position' as ‘'German:trade with 
Holland and Denmark ‘and in a different posi- 
tion from the German trade with America or 
Africa. But the ‘discrimination,’ if it be so de- 
scribed, is not the result of deliberate policy 
but of a geographical accident. It is not due 
to any desire to favor Scandinavian exporters 
as compared with American exporters and ‘in 
practice it will have no such effect. They are 
not, nor to any important extent can they: be, 
competing rivals in the German market. If 
any man be in doubt whether this point be 
technical or substantial’ let him weigh the fol- 
lowing considerations—the rule against. discrim- 
ination was devised, as we have seen, in the in- 
terests of neutrals. 


But which is best for neutrals—that there 
should be a blockade conducted in the ordinary 
way or that there should be a blockade of the 
new pattern described in the order of Council? 
The latter may, indeed, ignore the Baltic and 
treat Scandinavia as if, like Holland, it were 
divided from Germany only by a land frontier. 
' But, while the discrimination so produced 
can inflict no substantial injury on any neutral, 
the blockade to which it is due, unlike its’ more 
orthodox predecessors, forbids the capture either 
of neutral shipping or neutral goods (other than 
contraband of war) and so relieves the neutral 
importer. of his most serious anxieties. But, 
after all, it is the equity of the allies’ case, rather 
than the law, which mainly interests the think- 
ing public in America and elsewhere.

International Morality. 

of ES question which presses most in- 
sistently for an answer is not direct- 
ly connected with legal definitions of 

blockade, but with problems of international 

morality. There are German thinkers of dis- 

tinction who deny that any such morality exists 

but this happily is not a dictrine which has any 


chance of acceptance among English«speaking 
people. 


What, then, does international morality re- 
quire of one belligerent when the other bellig- 
erent tramples international law into the dust? 
To some persons the answer to this question 
seems easy. Why, they ask, should the crime 
of the one party modify the policy of the other? 
International rules should be obeyed by both 
sides, but their repudiation by one side leaves 
the obligation of the other unimpaired. Such 
an answer, however, confounds international 
morality with international law and, though, 
doubtless, the two are closely related, they are 
not identical. The obligation of the first ts 
absolute, that of the second is conditional, 
one of its conditions Is reciprocity.

The city trades its platted but unopened streets 
in the Ranken tract for the many miles of Ter- 
minal Association rails laid on the levee from 
Arsenal street on the south to the waterworks 
on the north.

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OUR SIMPLE AMERICAN WAY. 

The State of Texas, having bartered its imperial 
domain of timberland for a mere song to lumber 
companies which are slaughtering the forests and 
not replacing them, has now established a State 
Department of Forestry and appropriated funds 
to begin repairing the waste of its own policy. 
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TERRE HAUTE’S GAME WOMEN. 

Twenty-eight men, among them the Mayor of 
Terre Haute, Ind., are on trial in a United States 
court charged with defrauding the Federal Goy- 
ernment by violating the laws in an election at 
which members of Congress: were chosen. Ninety- 
eight have pleaded guilty. 

Terre Haute’s politics has long been notoriously 
corrupt. But Terre Haute’s men did nothing to 
cure the evil. The club women, 1400 strong, took 
up the issue. They sent 400 women to the polls 
with cameras. They were jostled and insulted 
by city and county officers and their aids, but 
they stayed, and they photographed the criminals 
in the act of breaking the laws.

He ordered an investigation by the United 
States District Attorney. 

Terre Haute business men tried to smother it.

Terre Haute is politically corrupt. Light is 
ahead. You must support this investigation. 
We have been robbed and the name of our 
city blackened, We women have decreed that 
things shall change. You will either make 
this a fit place to live in or we shall not spend 
a cent In Terre Haute stores. 

They began trading in Indianapolis-~and the 
business men surrendered. 

Terre Haute is going to be cleaned up. A large 
number of her most active citizens will be un- 
avoidably absent from their homes for periods of 
years, guests of the Government, and nobody wil] 
try to succeed to the business from which they 
have been thus abruptly withdrawn. 

We have no doubt Terre Haute’s nien are tre- 
mendously proud of their women, as they should 
be. But, of course, the “conservatives” are still of 
the opinion that women are “incapable of voting

Siege and Surrender of Przemsyl | 


A GREAT ACHIEVEMENT. 

New York Sun: The occupation of Przemysl 
is beyond doubt one of the great achievements 
of the war, and it makes an inspiring bulletin 
for Petrograd. A great garrison, no less than 
50,000 men, with rich stores of war material, fall 
into the hands of the Russians, and the besiegers, 
with reinforcements, can begin the march on 
Cracow; but there they will have to reckon with 
a strong concentration of German and Austrian 
forces. The Kaiser cannot afford to lose Cracow; 
the defense should be even stiffer shan that made 
at Przemysl. But if Cracow should succumb at 
last, Breslau would be another great obstacle in 
the path of the invaders. A city of 500,000 on the 
Oder, ‘Breslau is the center of a network of rail- 
roads, and troops~could be rapidly assembled from 
east, north and west to defend it. The way to 
Berlin will be long by this route. Nevertheless, 
the possession of Przemys] will bring the Grand 
Duke Nicholas welcome strategical advantages. 


ITS MORAL EFFECT. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: At Petrograd the 
opinion is expressed that the Austrian Govern- 
ment in its extreme discouragement at this grave 
reverse will be strongly inclined to sue for peace 
in the hope of saving the dual monarchy on the 
best terms obtainable, but perhaps any such 
speculations as there are premature. It is, how- 
ever, entirely reasonable to assume that the fall 
of Przemys! will exercise a moral influence ‘of a 
far-reaching character, not only at Vienna, but at 
Bucharest, and that it may lead to other de- 
velopments of a momentous gravity. Rumania, 
which has so long been hesitating upon the brink, 
may decide that the psychological moment for its 
entering the arena has arrived and that if it 
wants, when the time comes, to claim a share of 
the spoils of victory, it must no longer shrink 
from assuming the risks of war. At Rome, too, 
the news will be received with greatest interest, 
and if any uncertainty remains, it may suffice to 
turn the trembling scale in favor of intervention. 


WILL STIR THE BALKANS. 
Cleveland Leader: Another point which is

Quite in addition to the general strate- 
gic value of the capitulation the release of 160,000 
soldiers, who have experienced few of the hard- 
ships of their fellows fighting all winter {n Prus- 
sia, in Poland and in the Carpathians, will be of 
great use to the Russian commanders. The be- 
siegers of Przemysl merely sat down and waited 
during the winter, with only enough military ex- 
ercise to keep them comfortably in condition. 
They may now be used as the nucleus of a new 
drive into Silesia; they may be dispatched to re- 
inforce the hard-pressed line in Poland; or they 
may undertake the passage of the Western Car- 
pathians. Wherever they are sent they will add 
greatly to the Russian weight. 


AFTER PRZEMYSL, WHAT? 

Chicago Journal: The fall of Przemysl is like 
the surrender of Mantua in 1797. Whether the 
Grand Duke Nicholas can follow up his advantage 
as effectively as Napoleon followed his remains 
to be seen. 

For six months, the Russian army has been 
tied by one leg to this fortress on the San. It 
tried to make a general advance, merely ntask- 
ing Przemysl by a strong force left in the rear, 
and found the task beyond its power. It had no 
such artillery as that which made mock of Liege 
and Antwerp.

PREPARING FOR THE WORST. 

Indianapolis Star: Italy apparently is about 
to take a hand in'the war on behalf of the allies. 
No one will dispute that it would prove a power- 
ful factor in the contest. Its army is fifth among 
those of the world Powers and its navy is sixth 
in strength. Both the Italian army and navy are 
in a high state of preparedness, and strategical- 
ly they are well placed to be very effective in the 
present war. 

Reports that have come from both sides indi- 
cate that Austria is inclined to yield to the Ital- 
ian demands for the cession of territory around 
the north end of the Adriatic. But, Austria ar- 
gues that as the grant would be in return for Ital- 
ian neutrality, Italy should wait until after the 
war; that Austria is not sure of getting neutrality 
if it pays for it ‘now. Italy argues that Austria 
may not be in a position to keep its promises after 
the war and should settle at once. Meantime both 
are preparing for the worst. 


ITALY’S MOTIVES. 

Washington Herald: It is difficult to regard 
Italy’s attitude in the present European upheaval 
with anything resembling hearty commendation. 
Her hunger to appropriate a slice of Austria and 
her fear of German militarism are so manifest that 
she has assumed a position which is as undigni- 
fied as it is indefensible. It would be pathetic if, 


after all her hesitation and effort to align her-; 


self with the winning cause, she should choose 
unwisely. 


GARIBALDI LEGION READY. 

Seattle Post-Intelligencer: If there were lack- 
ing any other assurance that Italy intends to enter 
the war, the recent arrangement entered into 
for the transfer of the Garibaldi legion would set- 
tle it. This Garibaldi legion .consists of natives 
of Italy, and has been fighting with the French 
army in Argonne.

NOT A SIGN OF PEACE. 

Philadelphia Record: In all probability it will 
cause the abandonment of the proposed Rew Aus- 
trian invasion of Servia, as it will be more neces- 
sary than ever to concentrate a large force to pro- 
tect the passes of the Carpathians against a Rus- 
sian incursion into Hungary. It seems absurd, 
however, to suppose, as the London dispatches 
say diplomatic officials there do, that the fall of 
Przemys!l can have any effect in inducing Austria- 
Hungary to seek peace with a view to safeguard- 
ing her own interests, regardless of those of Ger- 
many. The capture of the fortress has long been 
regarded as almost inevitable, and it must be re- 
garded as simply an important incident in the 
war. While the military significance of the event 
may be great, there seems no valid reason to as- 
sume that the political consequences will be mo- 
mentous. The alliance of Austria-Hungary and 
Germany is far too close to justify such a suppo- 
sition. 


Two members of the Garibaldi family have already 
lost their lives during the present war, as mem- 
bers of the legion and in the service of France. 

The return of the Garibaldi legion to Italy is 
doubtless that it may participate in the recapture 
of Trent, for sentimental reasons. Giuseppe Gari- 
baldi, the liberator, captured Trent while the war 
of 1866 was going on between Prussia and Austria. 
Trent is the capital of the Italian Tyrol; the ma- 
jority of its inhabitants are Italians and are earn- 
estly desirous of seeing their city attached to unit- 
ed Italy.

Jury Disagrees. 

TRINIDAD, Colo., March 27.—The jury 
in the case of Louis Zancanelli, a coal 
miner charged with the murder of 
George W. Belcher, private detective, in 
November, 1913, was discharged last 
night after spending 24 hours in an un- 
sucvessful effort to reach a verdict.

RECEIVED IN SPORT 
CAUSE MAN'S DEATH 


E. F. Zachritz Frequently In- 
jured in His Athletic Career, 


Succumbs After Operation. 


Repeated blows on the stomach during 
his career as an athlete are believed 
by the family of Edgar F. Zachritz, 26 
‘ears old, son of former Circult Judge 
William Zachritz, to have led to his 
Geath at 8 a..m. yesterday, at his fath- 
er’s home, 2921 Lafayette avenue, fol- 
lowing an operation for an abdominal 


tumor. 


Three years ago, while playing base- 
Ball at a Wisconsin summer resort he 
wae struck in the abdomen by a batted 
ball and for a time suffered severe 
pain. More than a year ago, in a hand- 
hall game at the Missouri Athletic Club, 
an opponent swung at a ball which 
Zachritz had just hit, and missing it, 
atruck him with the full swing of his 
arm on the spot where the previous in- 
*ury had occurred. The injury was pain- 
ful at the time, but Zachritz apparently 


was seriously hurt. 
Members of the family said he had re- 


4 ceived a number of other blows in the 


same region while playing baseball and 
football, but that they could not remem- 
ber the details of these injuries, which 
were considered minor at the time. 

He was taken ill last summer with 
stomach trouble, which became so seri- 
ous that Zachritz and his wife, who 
was Miss Emily Dietrich, left their home 
at 4229 West Pine boulevard and went 
to his father’s residence to live. Four 
weeks ago an operation was decided 
upon, and it was performed by Dr. Louis 
Rassieur at St. Mary's Infirmary. 

Zachritz was graduated from Harvard 


|} im 1908, took a post-graduate course in 


the Washington University Law School, 
and entered his father’s law office. Dur. 
ing his college term he played football, 
raseball and handball on his class teams, 
but did not play on any of the ‘varsity 
ceams. He had been married two vears.

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BANKING AND FIRE 
INSURANCE RATING 
BILLS ARE SIGNED 


Gov. Major Approves Acts In- 
creasing Pay for Supreme 
Court Justices. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, : 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27.—Gov. 
Major, will within the next week, finish 
his consideration of the measures passed 
by the Legislature, and by the end of 
the week will have approved or vetoed 
all of them. 

He already has given his attention to 
the more important bills and has ap- 
proved all of State-wide importance. He 
is expected to veto the mothers’ pension 
bill, under which any mother, whose 
husband is dead, or is in a State insti- 
tution, or is mentally incapacitated, and 
whose children are dependent on her la- 
tor for support, may - receive $10 a 
month for the first child and $5 for 
each additional child. The bill, origin- 
ally drawn to include the entire State, 
was amended to apply only to St. Louis. 

The Governor has approved the fire in- 
surance rating bill, which is probably 
the most important law enacted by the 
Legislature. | 

Fire Insurance Measure. 

The bill as passed bears little resem- 
blance to the one drawn by Gov. Ma- 
jor’s Insurance Commission, of which 
Edward F. Goltra of St. Louis was 
chairman, and which toured the coun- 
try studying insurance conditions. 

The commission’s bill was attacked 
by Insurance Superintendent Potts of 
Illinois and by members of the Missouri 
Legislature as unfair to the public. 
Potts declared that almost every sec- 
tion of the bill favored the insurance 
companies. Superintendent Revelle of 
the Missouri Insurance Department sup- 
ported the original bill, but readily 
agreed to amendments suggested by 
members of the Legislature. Revelle 
at all times said that he only was in- 
terested in getting a good insurance 
law. : 

The law enacted is not all that was 
wanted, but is generally considered to 
be a good law. Under it the insurance 
companies-are required to maintain pub- 
lic rating bureaus. Each company may 
maintain its own bureau, or several may 
subscribe to a public bureau. The bu- 
reaus are required to file copies of their 
records with the State insurance de- 
partments and companies are required 
to file their rates with the department. 

Requirements of the Act. 
Each company is required to include 
as a part of each policy a statement of 
the makeup of the rate. This must name 
the basic rate and give the speciftca- 
tions of each additional charge which is 
made for special hazards of the par- 
ticular risk. 
The insurance superintendent is 
empowered to change rates made by 
the insurance companies after giving 
notice to them, provided he deter- 
mines from investigation that rates 
charged have during a five-year pe- 
riod yielded the companies an “undue 
profit.” If the companies appeal to 
the courts the rate fixed by the insur- 
ance superintendent remains in force 
until the court decides the case. The 
burden of proof is placed on the in- 
surance companies. 
The. banking bill also has been 
signed by the Governor. It revises 
the state banking laws relating to 
state banks and trust companies, and 
makesthe state lay conform to the 
provisions of the Federal banking act. 
This bill was near defeat through a 
fight on one section. An effort was 
made to include a section which would 
have prewented trust companies from 
acting as executors of a will drawn by 
an employe of the trust company. This 
was fought by the trust companies, 
and finally was changed to meet their 
approval. 
As passed the bill permits trust com- 
panies to draw wills and act as execu- 
tors, but provides that they may be dis- 
charged by the Probate Court on ap- 
plication of an heir, if evidence is pro- 
duced showing that the will was drawn 
without advice from some person other 
than an employe of the trust company. 

Land Bank Bill Signed. 

The Gardner land bank bill also has 

been’signed, but cannot become effective 


Legislature failed to pass a resolution 
submitting to the voters the necessary 
amendment to the Constitution, and this 
now can be submitted only under initia- 
tive petition. 

The Governor also has approved the 
bill increasing the salaries of Supreme 
Court Justice and Commissioners to $7500 
a year and Judges of the St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Springfield Courts of Ap- 
peals to $6000 a year. * 

Under the Constitution the salaries 
could not be increased during the terms 
of office of the Judges, but this consti- 
tutional prohibition was evaded by the 
legislative act which creates of the 
Judges ‘‘syllabi commissions’ to write 
the syllabis for each opinion and de- 
termine which opinions should, be pub- 
lished in the court reports. As members 
of these commissions the Judges were 
given additional salary. 


No Dry Legislation, 

None of the proposed dry legislation 
was enacted into law, although the drys 
had a majority in each house. The drys 
were checkmated early in the session 
and to thoge on the inside it was ap- 
parent six weeks ago that no dry bills 
would be passed. 

An explanation of the system used 
gives an insight into how Legislatures 
work. Early in the session Senator Mor- 
ton of Ray County, who was chairman 
of a commission appointed by Gov. 
Major to suggest bills to repeal stat- 
utes which had been declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court and 
obsolete statutes, introduced 1% bills 
covering these subjects. 

Norton hurried his bills through the 
committee, and as soon as they were 
reported to the Senate, took up a day 
engrossing nearly’ half of them. ‘The 
«ther half he placed on the informal 
calendar for engrossment.

An extensive program of social legisla- 
tion proposed by the State Committee for 
Social Legislation failed. Only two of the 
four bills proposed by the State 
Committee were passed. One of thees 
permits cities to appoint ‘women on 
the police force; and the other 
permits school authorities to open public 
school buildings outside of school hours 
for civic, educational and recreational 
purposes.

BILLS ARE SIGNED 


Gov. Major Approves Acts In- 
creasing Pay for Supreme 
Court Justices. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, A 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27.—Gov. 
Major, will within the next week, finish 
his consideration of the measures passed 
by the Legislature, and by the end of 
the week will have approved or vetoed 
all of them. 

He already has given his attention to 
the more important bills and has ap- 
proved all of State-wide importance. He 
is expected to veto the mothers’ pension 
bill, under which any mother, whose 
husband is dead, or is in a State insti- 
tution, or is mentally incapacitated, and 
whose children are dependent on her la- 
tor for support, may - receive $10 a 
month for the first child and $5 for 
each additional child. The bill, origin- 
ally drawn to include the entire State, 
was amended to apply only to St. Louis. 

The Governor has approved the fire in- 
surance rating bill, which is probably 
the most important law enacted by the 
Legislature. 

Fire Insurance Measure. 

The bill as passed bears little resem- 
blance to the one drawn by Gov. Ma- 
jor’s Insurance Commission, of which 
Edward F. Goltra of St. Louis was 
chairman, and which toured the coun- 
try studying insurance conditions. 

The commission’s bill was attacked 
by Insurance Superintendent Potts of 
Illinois and by members of the Missouri 
Legislature as unfair to the public. 
Potts declared that almost every sec- 
tion of the bill favored the insurance 
companies. Superintendent Revelle of 
the Missouri Insurance Department sup- 
ported the original bill, but readily 
agreed to amendments suggested by 
members of the Legislature. Revelle 
at all times said that he only was in- 
terested in getting a good insurance 
law. 

The law enacted is not all that was 
wanted, but is generally considered to 
be a good law. Under it the insurance 
companies are required to maintain pub- 
lic rating bureaus. ; Each company may 
maintain its own bureau, or several may 
subscribe to a public bureau. The bu- 
reaus are required to file copies of their 
records with the State insurance de- 
partments and companies are required 
to file their rates with the department. 

Requirements of the Act. 
Each company is required to include 
as a part of each policy a statement of 
the makeup of the rate. This must name 
the basic rate and give the speciftca- 
tions of each additional charge which is 
made for special hazards of the par- 
ticular risk. 
The insurance superintendent is 
empowered to change rates made by 
the insurance companies after giving 
notice to them, provided he deter- 
mines from investigation that rates 
charged have during a five-year pe- 
riod yielded the companies an “undue 
profit.” If the companies appeal to 
the courts the rate fixed by the insur- 
ance superintendent remains in force 
until the court decides the case. The 
burden of proof is placed on the in- 
surance companies. 
The. banking bill also has been 
signed by the Governor. It revises 
the state banking laws relating to 
state banks and trust companies, and 
makesthe state lay conform to the 
provisions of the Federal banking act. 
This bill was near defeat through a 
fight on one section. An effort was 
made to include a section which would 
have prewented trust companies from 
acting as executors ofa will drawn by 
an employe of the trust company. This 
was fought by the trust companies, 
and finally was changed to meet their 
approval. 

As passed the bill permits trust com- 
panies to draw wills and act as execu- 
tors, but provides that they may be dis- 
charged by the Probate Court on ap- 
plication of an heir, if evidence is pro- 
duced showing that the will was drawn 
without advice from some person other 
than an employe of the trust company. 

Land Bank Bill Signed. 

The Gardner land bank bill also has 

been signed, but cannot become effective

Under the Constitution the salaries 
could not be increased during the terms 
of office of the Judges, but this consti- 
tutional prohibition was evaded by the 
legislative act which creates of the 
Judges ‘“‘syllabi commissions’ to write 
the syllabis for each opinion and de- 
termine which opinions should be pub- 
lished in the court reports. As members 
of these commissions the Judges were 
given additional salary. 


No Dry Legislation, 

None of the proposed dry legislation 
was enacted into law, although the drys 
had a majority in each house. The drys 
were checkmated early in the session 
and to those on the inside it was ap- 
parent six weeks ago that no dry bills 
would be passed. 

An explanation of the system used 
gives an insight into how Legislatures 
work. Early in the session Senator Mor- 
ton of Ray County, who was chairman 
of a commission appointed by Gov. 
Major to suggest bills to repeal stat- 
utes which had been declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Sapreme Court and 
obsolete statutes, introduced 123 bills 
covering these subjects.

One of thees 
permits cities to appoint women on 
the police force; and the other 
permits school authorities to open public 
school buildings outside of school hours 
for civic, educational and recreational 
purposes.

Modern civilization,. this civilization 
of which we brag, is filled with pride. 
Pride occupies too great a part among 
the motives that push men and coun- 
tries to action. This is the great weak- 
ness of our time, the reason of so many 
Atastrophies, first among them this 
terrible war. And this disease has sv 
entered the very constitution of the 
modern world that to cure it is a much 
harder task than it seems at first 
glance, 

But the world tends toward equilib- 
rium through crises, and this great 
transportation will come about, little 
by little. Such an inhuman catastrophe 
as the world is now witnessing cannot 
pass on without leaving a profound im- 
pression on our minds, not only of the 
privileged few who govern the world, 
but of the masses. In this catastrophe 
all classes are alike because they all 
lose—both men and worldly goods. In 
the princely Palaces as well as in the 
peasants’ huts everywhere they are 
weeping today for those who will never 
return; everywhere they tremble for the 
future.

houses will show that the average man- 
ufacturer in a wide variety of lines has 
had a creditable part and a profitable 
share of our growing foreign trade in 
manufactures, ; 

The answer te the statement, there- 
fore, that we cannot compete with 
Europe on her own ground is the fact 
accessible to all, that we have been 
competing with her successfully on her 
own ground. The writer has sold goods 
in France, Germany, England and else- 


where and without any more serious | 


difficulty in so doing than is found in 
selling to close buyers in our own coun- 
try. 

I have been accused of saying that 
Ameri@an manufacturers do not need 
protection because they are so efficient 
that their costs of production are as 
low or lower than European ones, and 
also that what American manufacturers 
need is less tariff and more efficiency. 
I admit the charge. Both statements 
are, in my judgment, true, and they 
are not contradictory, for they do not 
apply to the game fellows. 

American manufacturers are not 
alike. Some e admirably efficient, 
others less so. Of some it would be 
a joke to say efficiency had any very 
large part in their metheds. Of others 
it would be no more than their due to 
hold them up as examples of able and 
effective management. 


Differences in Manufacturers. 


EN are not alike in America or 
anywhere else. One American 
manufacturer, for example, does 

compete with Europe. He puts brains 
into his job, criticises himself severely, 
is thankful when he gets a suggestion 
about improving his methods and uses 
it to improve them. 

He studies his foreign trade, does the 
work intelligently, remembers that com- 
petition is not always a matter of price; 
that sometimes it is a matter of qual- 
ity, sometimes of service, sometimes of 
design; that there are many elements 
comprised within the one word ‘‘com- 
petition:” * 

Another manufacturer has his vision 
bounded by the three-mile limit or per- 
haps by a tariff wall. He regards any- 
one who suggests an improvement in 
his methods as insulting him. He runs 
along with gold macninery or ancient 
methods and without a cost-accounting 
system, and looks to a tariff to keep 
him prosperous at the expense of his 
countrymen. 

There are still others who come in 
between these extremes—sincere men, 
believing that they do their best, and 
meaning so to do, annoyed perhaps 


when they have it suggested to them | 


that they could improve their methods 
or equipment, because of their own coa- 
sciousness that they are doing what 
they thing their best. 

It is because of a very much greater 
factor than that—namely, the presence 
or absence of efficiency. 

Now, efficiency is a thing which usu- 


ally can be learned, and, in my judg- | 
ment, the people are not to be taxed 
unable or |, 
unwilling to learn it. If the inefficient | 


because a manufacturer ig 


and baekward -looking manufacturers 
are to be protected in their ways of 
doing business, how great a bonts is 
given in so doing to the efficient one! 

Before a manufacturer claims that the 
people shall be taxed to make him pros- 
perous, he ought in fairness to show 
that, in the industrial sense, he has 
clean hands, which means that he shall 
be willing to learn, to study hard and 
continuously how to improve methods 
One cannot justly stand pat with an 
ill-equippei shop, badly run and badly 
located, and expect people to bear a 
tax that he may under these circum- 
stances continue to prosper. Neither is 
it a square deal that a manufacturer 
should, as it is sometimes said, look for 
a duty to equalize the difference In cost 
between American and European pro- 
duction when he does not know what 
his own goods cost him to make. 
‘“‘Doing Business in the Dark.” 

OME of our industries know very 
S well what their goods cost io 
make and take commendable pride 
in searching inquiry fnto this element 
of cost by modern and scientific meth- 
ds. Such men are commonly success- 
fill, arf& there are many of them admir- 
able examples of the fine, scientific 
profession of manufacturing in its best 
sense. On the other hand, there are a 
great many who do business in a dark 
room so far as their own knowledge of 
what their own goods cost is concerned, 
and these men, sitting in darkness,. are 
apt to be annoyed when they are toi4 
Con- 
cerning them @ can only say, in the 
words of Holy Writ, “If the light that 
is within you be darkness, how great 
is that darkness!”’ 

One would think that to show a busi- 
ness man that he can make more money 
by bettering his methods would be re- 
garded as doing him a favor. He fre- 
quently denies that he needs the les- 


son. It is noticeable that those who re- ) 


sent most strongly criticism of their 
methods are often those whose ideas of 
treating labor and paying it are the most 
archaic. Commonly the cost of produc- 
tion is highest where the wages are low- 
est and the methods poorest. The Tariff 
Board under President Taft found this 
out as respects wages, and said so, but 
knowledge of the fact was not original 
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Many astute men knew it before and 
were guided by it. 

The opportunity for American com- 
merce abroad is as large as American 
manufacturers see fit to make it. To 
get the trade one must go after it with 
ordinary common sense and at least 
ordinary energy. It cannot be done as 
a “flyer” and will be a costly and useless 
experiment if it is attempted as filling- 
in when the shop is dull for lack of do- 
mestio orders. It must be gone at with 
sufficient intelligence to know the dif- 
ference between a two-cent and a five- 
cent stamp on letter postage. Nor must 
it be assumed that feet and inches, 
pounds and ounces, dollars and cents 
are as well known to the man who never 
uses any of them as they are here. It 
cannot be assumed that because goods 
sell well in America, therefore, they 
will sell well ahroad,’or that’ the for- 


| eigner is either foolish Or wrong who 
does not happen to like that which 


pleases in this country. . 
“Study the Foreign Field.” 

HE principle of foreign trade 
T does not differ from the prin- 

ciple of domestic trade In the 

respect that one must offer to th 
market what the market wants to 
buy. Knowledge, of course, is need- 
ed for the foreign field It is needed 
also for the domestic field, and in 
this principle again the two do not 
differ, but the knowledge of the do- 
mestic field cannot be applied with- 
out thinking to the foreign field, for 
the latter requires a knowledge pe- 
culiar to itself.

‘Mne American railway. Where men 
im foreign lands have prejudice or 
customs it is cheaper to cater to them 
than it is to alter them. 


Foreign trade is not secured or 
kept by attempting to ram American 
ideas down the foreign buyer's 
throat. They do not ram, or if it 
succeeds once, they do not stand 
rammed. Neither is foreign trade se- 
cured and kept By a custom preva- 
lent in this country of demanding 
cash against shipping documents at | = 
eur seaports. There are, of course, 
cases where this is wise or necessary 
but no such sweeping rule can be 
srterywhere applied without doing 
some damage in some cases. 

There are houses in every great 
seaport the world around whose char- 
acter and credit is such as to make a 
debt from them an asset at any time 
ana to whom it would be both wise 
and profitable to sell on open ac- 
count to the extent that they are 
willing to buy. There is a certain 
element of distrust of the foreigner 
which occasionally appears in our 
habit of demanding immediate cash, 
which is resented by strong foreign 
buyers. It is, of course, true, on the 
other hand, that a great many Ameri. 
can exporters familiar with the for- 
eign field do grant credits to foreign 
buyers. Here, too, no sweeping gen- 
eralization can be made. 

Frequently an American manufac- 
turer does not know any language 
save his own and is, perhaps, a little 
apt to regard knowledge of foreign 
language as a frill. This is passing as 
we become more familiar with the 
world abroad. It was a natural part 
of our isolation prior to the Spanish 
war. There are schools for export 
trade now where young men are 
taught the practical use of foreign 
languages as a natural part of their 
business training. 


Conform to Foreign. Customs. 


> sum up, foreign trade begins 
T inside of a man’s head in the 
shape of knowledge .of the 
country to which he wowywld sell, its 
customs, finances, language, weights 
and measures and business methods. 
Its next step appears outside of his 
factory in the application of this 
knowledge te the art of selling goods 
and inside of his factory in constant 
self-criticism, assuming nothing to be 
right and finally because he does it, 
but determined that the best brains 
he can get shall be applied constantly 
and ruthlessly to improving his pro- 
cesses. When these two things are 
done, vis: Constant study of the mar- 
ket in all its phases and the applica- 
tion of this study to improving these 
processes—I say when these two 
things are done the man who does 
them ig far on the road te a success- 
ful foreign trade as well ag a good 
domestic business, and he.is also a 
good way on the road to an inde- 
pendence of tariffs or any other simi- 
lar law. He will have come to depend 
chiefly upon his own energy and 
brains. 

It cannot be said, finally, that Amer- 
ican business men fail to appreciate and 
utilize the opportunities for foreign 
trade. That is too sweeping by far. 
Some do and some do not. It cannot 
be said, on the other hand, that Amer- 
ican manufacturers see and grasp the 
opportunities in the great world’s mar- 
kets. Some do and some do not. In every 
industry there are the wise and the un- 
wise, the far-sighted and the near- 
sighted, those who have vigor and 
energy and those who lack both. It is 
not going too far to say, however, that |i 
in every factory there is something to 
be learned. 

The men who are most scrupulous in 
studying their own business know most 

_ Clearly that they are learning every 
day, and the man who will go to them 
end suggest this or that can be im- 
proved they will welcome as a friend 
There are many such manufacturers, 
and their numbers and influence are 
growing. They are the backboné of 
American industry and many of their 
fellows would do well to profit by their 
example. 

In my judgment the high tariff has 
been @ curse On many a manufacturer 
because of the training in industrial 
cowardice that has gone with it. Men 
have preached far and wide the alleged 
gospel of what American industry could 
NOT do. A great party has preached 
the doctrine of American inability an‘: 
has denounced the men who venture to 
say that American brains and character, 
when exerted to the full in keen self- 
criticiam of means and methods, are 
able to make and carry their products 
in competition with anyone in many 
limes to all parts of the world. None 
the less, this I do affirm, and our ex- 
port statistics and records of export 
houses show it to be true and becom- 
ing day by day a larger truth. I be- 
lieve it to be a truth far more consist- 
ent with our industrial self-respect than 
the constant iteration of the things it is 
sald we CANNOT do.

LOST 
Henry Hall Describes Stubborn 
Resistance of Walloon and 
French Soldier. 


By HENRY WN. Hall.

New York after four weeks spent 

at the front with the allies,

“T have faith in our destinies. A na- 
tion which defends itself commands the 
respect of all. Such a nation cannot 
perish. God will be with us in a just 
cause. Long live independent Bel- 
gium.” 

Thus simply, in short and clear-cut 
phrases, King Albert ended his stirring 
appeal to his people to rise and resist 
the German invaders who had begun 
to “hack their way through” Belgium. 

It was on August 4. The previous 
morning he had rejected the Kaiser's 
ultimatum and declared that Belgium 
was “firmly decided to repel, by all 
means in its powér, any attack against 
its rights.”’ 

Already a vanguard of 1500 picked 
Prussian soldiers, in 150 milltary’ auto- 
mobiles, had been thrown against Vizs. 

King Albert’s Appeal. 

Taking Queen Elizabeth and his son 
with him, King Albert appeared before 
his parliament. He told them that the 
existence of their country was threat- 
ened; he expressed the hope that even 
then the menace of war might be avert- 
ed, but declared, “If our hope is un- 
founded, if we have to resist the inva- 
sion of our native soil and defend our 
threatened homes, that duty, however 
hard it may be, will find us armed and 
resolute,‘ and ready for any sacrifice.” 

After referring to the mobilization of 
his army, he urged, as two indispen- 
sable virtues, ‘‘the calm of steadfast 
courage, the union of all Belgians in 
their common cause.’’ 

He asked them if they were decided 
“to maintain inviolate the sacred inher- 
itance of their ancestors,” and an- 
swered his own question by declaring 
that ‘“‘Nobody in this country will be- 
tray his duty. The army, strong and 
disciplined, had already,” he said, ‘“been 
called to its task,’’ and now his appeal 
was to the whole Bélgian people. 

“If the foreigner, in violation of the 
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neutrality you have always so scrupu- 
lously observed, invades our territory, 
he will find all Belgium grouped around 
its King, who will never betray his 
constitutional rights, and around its 
Government, which enjoys the absolute 
confidence of the entire nation.”’ 
* And then, calm and unafraid, King 
Albert hurled his army of less than 200,- 
000 men against the greatest and most 
powerful war machine ever organized. 
Here is the story of what that little 
army did, of the role It has played dur- 
ing the last eight months in the great- 
est of wars. It might almost be called 
the story of how Belgium saved France. 
Three Times Belgians Triumphed. 
Three times the Belgium army has 
had thrust upon it tasks out of all pro- 
portion to its size and strength; three 
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times the stubborn bravery of its sol- 
diers, inspired by the herolsm of their 
citizen King, has outweighed numer- 
ical inferiority and won the admiration 
and undying gratitude of their French 
and English allies. Bach of these great 
feats of arms corresponds to a well-de- 
fined phase of the great struggle. 


1, From Aug. 4 to Aug. % the Bel- 
gian army held: the German forces 
in check long enough to upset the 
plans of the Kaiser’s great General 
Staff, and to give the French and Dn- 
glish armies time to come up. 50 
skillfully was this done that the 
Belgian army was preserved as a 
fighting unit. It achieved its pur- 
pose without allowing itself to be de- 
stroyed, which would have been the 
inevitable result of a pitched battle. 

2. From Aug. 21 to Oct. 6, the Bel- 
gian army harassed the German rear 
and threatened its line ef communica- 
tion. It thus obliged the invaders to 
withdraw a large force from the 
armies advancing on Paris, and it 
was the lack of this force which, 
as much as any one thing, was re- 
sponsible for the failure of the Ger- 
man dash on the French capital. 

. 3. From Oct. 7 to date, two phases 
may be said to have existed. First, 
from Oct. 7 to Oct. 15, the Belgian 
army retreated from Antwerp and 
took its stand on the Yser, without 
losing a single gun or a single man. 
Then from Oct. 15 till today the Bel- 
gian army has been in the very fore- 
front of the Yser trenches. Alone and 
unaided they bore the brunt of the 
battle of the North Sea coast for 
nearly a week, and for nearly five 
and a half months they have held 
their full share of the most exposed 
part of the front in what remains of 
their native land. 


More than half of the original Bel- 
gian army has actually fallen on the 
field of battle, but with the exception 
of some 30,000 men literally worn out, 
who had to be sent back to the Belgian 
base to recuperate, the remains of King 
Albert’s army has never been away 
from the front line of the trenches. 

Ever since Aug. 7 King Albert has 
been with his men in the field. He 
fought with them on the Gette and 
never left the most exposed part of the 
line as they fell fack step by step till 
the army entrenched under the guns of 
Antwerp.

Army, who was a member of the 
Hough Riders Regiment during the 
Spanish-American War and was mili- 
tary aid at the White House during 


President Roosevelt's administration, is 


back in this country after observing the 
operations of the armies of Europe 
Since the beginning of the great war. 
Though he retired from the army in 
1206, yet because of his military record 
a@nd.connections and his plans to write 
as an expert of what he saw he was 
fiven peculiar favorable opportunities 
hy the various authorities for watching 
the fighting at many different points 
end, during his stay abroad, he was 
with all the European armies involved 
in the war except those of Servia and 
Turkey.. He has given the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch the following interview 
on his opinions and experiences: 

“I was fortunate tn being in Belgium 
at the outbreak of the war and saw 


ane firat conflicts, beginning with | 


Liege, passing through that afflictea | 
vountry down the valley of the Meuse 
to Namur and culminating in the battle 
of Dinant. 

“Here I saw the operatidns of the 
French army of the North, which was 
supposed to defend the line of the Sam- 
bre at Charleroi in conjunction with 
the English army. I had extraordinary 
vpportunities of judging their state oi 
preparedness and efficiency. 

“Afterward I returned to London 
and proceeded to Berlin aud followed. 
the German operations from that side 
for three weeks. I was treated with 
the greatest courtesy by the gentle- 
men of both. the military and diplo- 
matic offices in Germany, and was 
taken by them to Liege, where I had 
the opportunity of checking up the 
observations I. had made from the 
Belgian side. 

“Sinee that date I have been in 
Berlin as recently as Feb. 15. 

“My experiences in France were 
rather unfortunate. There I was ar- 
rested three times, although my pa- 
pers were always in first-class order. 
I spent on the Belgian and ®rench 
frontiers in the theater of operations 
a period of three months at the be- 
ginning of the war, subtracting the 
three weeks I was in Germany. 

“The extraordinary opportunities I 
had have made it possible for me to 
get, I think, a comprehe..sive idea of 
the value of the different armies en- 
gaged.”

sian theater of operations. It is al- 
most impossible to say where the most 
severe fighting will be. 

“Obviously, the present plan of the 
allies is to try and engage as many 
German corps as possible in the coming 
operations and thereby give them an op- 
portunity of breaking through tne Ger- 
man lines at some point. 

‘Because in America we are almost 
entirely dependent upon English sources 
for our information as to the operations 
in France and Flanders, we get a dis- 
proportionate view of the part that the 
English troops are playing in the pres- 
ent line of comBat, splendid as it must 
be conceded the English soldiers are. 

‘They cover not more than 4 of the 
4900 miles of front, but the publicity 
they receive is out of all proportion to 
the effect they may be expected to pro- 
duce in the general result of the land 
fighting.’’ 

*‘Do you look for a great decisive bat- 
tle on either front. or do you expect a 
general wearing down of the enemy by 
one side or the other?’’ Capt. Fortescue 
was asked. 

“Nothing is so uncertain as war, and 
anyone who tries to prophesy exactly 
what will be the result of future opera- 
tions is simply guessing,’’ he _ replied. 
‘We can, however, take the contingen- 
cies and resolve from them the prob- 
able outcome of operations for six 
months, or even a year. 


No Spectacular Successes. 


Of course, there will be a decisive en- 
counter, meaning an encounter that will 
influence one side or the other toward 
luitiating proposals for peace. But to 
my mind it is very doubtful if there will 
be a decisive encounter in the sense of 
an overwhelming ofa considerable force 
of troops of any of the larger nations. 

“I have friends among the officers of 
the English, French, Belgian, German, 
Itussian and Austrian regiments. These 
are inen with whom I have' been able 
t@ discuss this subject almost as an 
academic problem. I must say that in 
my conclusions a mimber of these of- 
ficers did not agree with me, especially 
my English friends, but in checking up 
I find that the majority think the 
theory which I am about to state is 
probably accurate. 

“The question of concluding the war 
as we now see it depends upon two 
factors—the starvation of Germany and 
the crushing of the German army—at 
least these are the factors as seen from 
the point of view of the allies. The 
German point of view as to the con- 
clusion of the war I would not venture 
to suggest, as there have been so many 
changes in the plans of the great Gen- 
eral Staff that at this moment it is al- 
inost impossible to divine what they 
are driving at. 

‘For the moment we will not touch 
upon the question of starving Germany 
out. Let us look at the possibilities of 
the French and English and Russians 
closing in on their common foe. 

“On the Russian side I know it will 
be a most costly operation to drive the 
Germans from the positions they now 
hold {n Poland and East Prussia. An 
advance through Hungary, however, is 
feasible, and to refer back to this ques- 
tion of decisive victories, it is just pos- 
«ible that if the Russian forces are able 
to cross the Carpathians in thé coming 
summer and march on Budapest that 
will decide the outcome of the conflict 

“So much has been said of what the 
French and English are going to do 
this spring and summer that it is on 
the western front that we must look 
for the most active operations. What 
immediately suggests itself is that thesea 
operations will demand an enormous 
toll of life. 

“Tt is the contention of the officers 
uf the staffs of the French and English 
armies that during the last six months 
the German wastage approximates 20,- 
000 men per mont®. These figures I 
have on the highest authority. 

German Lines of Defense. 

“Taking these very figures as our 
guide, we apply them to the operations 
about to begin. Heretofore the Ger- 
mans have always taken the offensive. 
Now the allies haye begun to reverse 
the role. ‘Ve have seen their first effort 
in the winning of the line of trenches 
at Neuve Chappelte. From this battle 
we can get an indication of the proba- 
ble Joss of life inat will result when 
the French, Engrish and Belgian Iine 
moves forward. 

“Let us say roughly that the English 
lost 20,000 men in taking 4000 yards of 
trenches at Neuve Chapelle. It is only 
«a matter of calculation to see how cost- 
iy an®advance along the whole line wil! 
be. 

“The question that arises is, will this 
eacrifice of life be justified? I know 
that the Germans have three splendid 
lines of defense behind the one gwhich 
they now hold in Flanders. These 
lines have been chosen, of course, with 
an eye to their military requisite, and 
the gun emplacements are reinforced 
with concrete; so granting that it is 
possible for the English and Belgians 
to drive their foes out of the first line. 
they will find themselves almost im- 
mediately in front of another defense. 

‘So it seems to me very possible that 
the loss of life will be so grer+*. grant- 
ing an active offensive, and the advan- 
tages from this offensive will be so 
«mall that the nonfighting population 
will demand a compromise.” 

‘Tiow does the artillery of the four 
great Powers—Brftish, French, Rus- 
sian and German—compare; which is 
the best?” was asked. 

“The question of artillery is of su- 
preme importance in the present war 
of positions,” Capt. Fortesquo stated. 
‘In the early stages undoubtedly the 
French field gun was the most ef- 
fective. Not only was the gun itself 
better than any other plece of the 
armies, but the French artillery 
branch had been brought to the high- 
est state of efficiency. In other 
words, I did not find the French army 
up to the standard, but there certain- 
ly can be no criticism of their field 
artillery. 

“In the first phases of the war, the 
Germansa, or rather the Austrians, had 
superiority of heavy artillery fire. It 
was Austrian and not German guns 
that were of the greatest effect in 
the capture of Antwerp. These guns 
are 30.5 or, according to American 
measurement, 12-inch guns. : 

“These weapons have been most ef- 
fective on the eastern and western 
fronts. 

“at the present time, the English 
heavy artillery is perhaps the best. 
Howéver, there is not much of it. 
The French have recently sunplied 
their troops with a heavy fieid gun, 
for which they claim superiority to

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RUSSIAN AVIATOR BINDS 
PRISONER UPON AEROPLANE 


Brings Man Into Camp After Flying 
Amid Storm of Austrian 
Bullets. 


PETROGRAD, March 27.—The story of 
an aviator who came back to the Rus- 
sian lines with an Austrian prisoner 
strapped to the tail frame of his aero- 
plane is told in a dispatch from the 
front in Poland. 

“The airman, Terentic Paschaloff. 
aecendea from the aviation headquar- 
ters in the rear of Gen. Ivanoff’s army 
in his 150-horsepower machine, accom- 
panied by his mechanic. The machine 
caried a small gun and a number of 
bombs. 

Owing to motor trouble, Paschaloff 
had to descend two miles behind the 
Austrian lines. While the mechanic was 
repairing the motor six Austrians ap- 
proached. Paschaloff turned his one- 
pounder on them and fired one shrapnel 
shell, which exploded accurately and 
felled five men. The sixth surrendered. 

Then came the problem—what would 
he do with his prisoner? Paschaloff de- 
cided to abandon his stock of bombs 
end tie his-prisoner to the tail-frame of 
his machine. Thus burdened, the aero- 
Plane rose and flew over the Austrian 
lines amid a storm of bulelts, regain- 
ing the Russian lines without damage.

Expert accountants for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, while recently 
making a valuation of the physical 
properties of the Cotton Belt Railroad 
in St. Louis, discovered discrepancies in 
books formerly kept by John A. John- 
gon, 35 years old, of 4911 St. Louis ave- 
nue, and caused his arrest at his home 
yesterday afternoon on @ Federal war- 
rant charging embezzlement. 

District Attorney Oliver said he un- 
derstood the amount involved was be- 


tween $3000 and $4000. He said he had 
been given to understand by experts 
who made the examination that John- 
zon’s accounts with the railroad had 
been manipulated so as to conceal a 
shortage. 

SC. Johnson, general auditor of the 
railroad, said the discrepancies amount- 
ed to about $3500. 

Johnson was a cashier in the rail- 
road’s fréight offices at Main and 
Florida streets for about six years, 
quitting in August, 1913. Since then he 
has been a solicitor for the Equitable 
Surety co., which had bonded him while 
he was with the railroad. 

Johnson was taken to the marshal’s 
office and held for bond in the sum of 
$1000 as embezzlement of railroad funds 
is now a Federal offense. 

“T did nothing wrong while with the 
Cotton Belt,” Johnson said, ‘‘My arrest 
is unjust, and I expect to prove it @ 
the preliminary hearing.”’ 

Johnson said he was with the Cotton 
Belt for about ten years, entering the 
service as a clerk. ‘‘When I left the 
Cotton Belt, an auditor went over my 
books, and pronounced them ‘O. K.’”

YOUTH WALKING ON 
WIRE 20 FEET nila 
S ELECTROCUTED 


Former High School Student 
Touched Feeder Carrying 
6600 Volts. 


Raymond Hartnagel, 17 years old, of 
4219 North Fourteenth street, was elec- 
trocuted yesterday afternoon, in the 
sight of two companions, just as he was 
finishing a daring “stunt” of wirewalk- 
ing, at a height of 20 feet, across a va- 
cant lot opposite his home. 

A current of 6600 volts passed through 
Hartnagel’s body, as his bare hands, 
touching a Union Electric feed wire at 
a spot where the insulation was imper- 
fect, completed a circuit, through his 
body, to the uninsulated guy-wire on 
which he had been walking. His com- 
panions, August Tubbesing, Jr., of 4313 
North Thirteenth street, and Ralph 
Brown of 4240 Blair avenue, who were 
steadying an anchor pole, 150 feet away, 
which ._held the lower wire, were 
knocked down by the remnant of the 
current which reached them, and the 
palms of Tubbsing’s hands were burned. 


Boys Were Digging Bait. 

The three youths, who were planning 
an outing for today, went to the vacant 
lot yesterday afternoon to dig worms 
for fish bait. About 3:30 o’clock, when 
they had enough bait, Hartnagel pro- 
posed to walk the stout guy-wire which 
stretched across the lot, the lowest of 
four wires which ran from an anchor 
pole and helped to support a telephone 
and electric pole, near the Eleventh 
street sidewalk. Eleventh street at 
that point, is the next street east of 
Fourteenth. 

At the anchor pole, the lowest wire 
was five feet from the ground, and it 
ran up to a height of twenty feet at 
the telephone pole. Above it, within 
easy reach of anyone standing on it, was 
a second guy-wire, and young Hart- 
nage! seized this as he started walking 
along the lower wire, and held to it to 
cteady himeelf. 

Daring Youth Cheered. 

The other youths cheered as Hart- 
nagel made his way over the swaying 
wire, holding to the one above his head. 
The feat, boys in the neighborhood say, 
was one that had not been tried be- 
fore, though the tempting position of 
the wire had caused it to be talked of. 
The only ‘danger, it seemed to them, 
was that of a fall, for the guy-wires 
are not “live’’ wires, as every boy at 
all familiar with electricity knows. 

As the wire-walker reached the far- 
and as his two comrades, 
holding a short bracing wire attached 
to the lower pole, watched for him to 
start back, he touched another wire 
than the one which had supported him. 
Suddenly there was a spurt of blue 
flame, and the two boys, themselves 
falling back from the shock which 
reached them, saw Hartnagel plunge to 
the ground. Three burned and shriv- 
eled fingers of his right hand showed 
the power of the current which had 
killed him before the fall.

Thousands See the “Human 
Fly” Scale the Walls, 
Roof and Pole. 


Clad in satanic scarlet, H, H. Gar- 
diner, self-styled “human fly,” yes- 
terday afternoon thrilled several 
thousand spectators by a daredevil 
climb from the ground to the gilded 
ball on top of the Courthouse flag- 
staff, 250 feet in the air. Gardiner 
performs his circus exploits in ad- 
vertisement of a soft drink. 

The crowd began assembling more 
than an hour before 5 o'clock, the 
time set for beginning the ascent, 
and when Gardiner appeared the. mass 
was packed almost solidly on Broad- 
way, Fourth street, Market street and 
Chestnut street, extending at each 
angle of the square half a block be- 
yond intersections. Street cars forced 
their way through foot by foot for 
a time, and then gave it up. 

Gardiner made his start on the 
Fourth street side, and the crowd 
in Broadway had no glimpse of him 
until he appeared on top of the dome. 
Choosing the corner between the east 
and south wings of the building, he 
quickly clambered up the two stories 
of the wings, with the aid of a rain- 
pipe, and swung himself over the 
cornice upon the roof. 

He made quick work of the base 
of the dome, finding foot and finger 
holds in the joints of the masonry 
and lifting himself upwards with the 
dexterity of a monkey. In the mid- 
dle of the tower ts a circle of pillars 
half imbedded in the masonry, in 
bas-relief style, and up one of these 
he shinned, holding on by the pres- 
sure of his hands and knees. At the 
top he performed a few aerial @idoes, 
swinging both feet free and hanging 
by one hand. 

Arrived at the point where the 
dome swings upward with a curve, 
he attempted several times to creep 
up the smooth metal. plates with 
which the cupola is roofed. The 
ridges where the plates are joined af- 
forded him only finger holds. He re- 
moved his shoes and tossed them 
down to the roof. But each time, 
when he had crawled forward a foot 
or. 80, he slid back down. 

Finally he caught a rope lowered from 
the balcony at the top of the dome and, 
holding to it, walked flat-footed up the 
curve, his body at an angle of nearly 90 
degrees. In a few more minutes he was 
at the top of the small cupola fupport- 
ing the flagstaff and was trying to clam- 
2er over the big stone ball in which the 
staff is fixed. He accomplished this 
only by looping a section of the flag- 
rope around the ball, so as to afford 
himself a sort of “rung’’ from which to 
climb. 3 

Once on top of this globe, he climbed 
quickly up the pole and placed his hand 
on the gilded ball at the top, On the 
way down he let go with both hands. 
holding only with his legs. and shouted 
down to the crowd. He made the de- 
scent by the same way he had mounted.

Many Persons of Small Means 
Had Accounts With Realty 
Man Who Ended His Life. 


EXECUTOR OF _ ESTATES.

Accounting—Had Promised

Dozens of worried § investors— 
some of them widows, teachers, scrub 
women, owners of small stores and 
laborers—made inquiry ~rvesterday, 
wherever they could hope for in- 
formation, about the affairs of Her- 
man J. Krembs, of 1141 Rutger street, 
neighborhood banker and real es- 
tate dealer, who killed himself with 
poison Friday afternoon. 

Although some of his business as- 
sociates say they are sure his ac- 
counts will be found to be in satis- 
factory shape, many of his creditors 
aver that they have thought for 
some time that Krembs’ business af- 
fairs have been complicated. Their 
anxiety was heightened wy the pecu- 
liar circumstances of his death. 

He had three important engage- 
ments for Friday afternoon, one to 
meet a woman client and turn over 
to her $7100; another to meet some 
16 women creditors for a conference 
in the laW offices of Henderson & 
Henderson, while as many more were 
waiting for him to return to his own 
office At 622 Park avenue. — 

Verdict of Suicide. 

The first engagement was for 2 o. 
m. A little after noon Krembs went 
into a restaurant at the Union Mar- 
ket and order something to eat. A 
few minutes later he fell to the floor. 
An ambulance started with him to 
the dispensary, but he died befere he 
reached there. A post mortem showed 
he had swallowed cyanide of. potas- 
sium and Deputy Coroner Fath called 
ix suicide. — 

Krembs was a notary public and rep- 
resented client in Probate Court mat- 
ters, in addition to his real estate in- 
véstments, but he was not an attorney. 
A great deal of his business is said to 
bave been tied up in estates and he was 
disheartened by the act of the recent 
Legislature prohibiting persons who 
were not licensed lawyers from prac- 
ticing in the lesser courts. 

He is said to have remarked to a friend 
that he would get through the present 
pinch if he was not pinchéd too hard. 
That pressure steadily increased, how- 
ever, was evident from the meetings he 
had arranged for Friday.

Majority of Robbers Believed to Be 
Headed for Kiamichi Mountains. 
MUSKOGEE, Ok., March 27.—Accord- 
ing to advices received at the United 
States Marshel’s office here, the Stroud 


nesses of the Kiamiclhi mountains in the 
extreme southeastern corner of Okla- 
homa. The country there is wild and 
practically uminhabited and has long 
been the rendezvous of desperadoes. A 
posse of the United States Marshal's 
deputies here is preparing to go in pur- 
suit of the robbers. 

Two of the nine robbers at liberty, 
one of them badly wounded, are report- 
ed surrounded in the Micawhber bot- 
toms, 35 miles southeast of Stroud. 
Two »of the band, cone of them the 
notorious Henry.Starr, Cherokee des- 
perado, have been wounded and cap- 
tured, while is; is reported that a 
P easieiiie’ ‘Jerry Turner, was_ serious! 
wounded because he refused to throw up 
his hands at the command of the rob- 
bers when the Stroud National Bank 
was robbed. The other captive, who 
gave the name of Bill Estes, also is 
wounded. He fell from his horse while 
fleeing from the posse and was cap- 
tured. 

Boy, 18, Hero of Day, 

Paul Curry, 18 years old, is the hero 
of the day, for it was the town mar- 
shal’s young son who wounded and 
helped capture Starr, the leader of the 
robbers, when the band rushed from 
th banks and attempted to mount their 
horses and escape from the gathering 
citizens. Less than an hour after rob- 
bers fled from Stroud, under a hot fire, 
they were surrounded by a determined 
posse, telephone calls bought scores of 
armed ranchers in automobiles, on 
horseback and on foot to the scene. 

Those guarding the supposed leader of 
the band were positive that he was in 
the Henry Stare for whose capture 
dead or alive the State of Oklahoma 
has offered a reward -of -$1000, although 
at first he did not admit his identity. 
In his pockets was found $1700 of the 
money taken from the banks. Oddly 
enough, Gov. Willlams today received a 
letter in Starr’s handwriting’ purporting 
to have come from Reno, Nev., protest- 
ing against the charge that he had been 
implicated in recent bank robberies in 
Oklahoma. Sapulpa, Ok., dispatches say 
Mrs. Cora Starr, the alleged robber’s 
wife, had obtained a divorce today. 

Has Served Prison Terms. 

Starr has served: prison sentences for 
bank robberies in the Southwest and has 
been accused of_others. It is said that 
in 1902, after Starr’s band had robbed 
a train near Fryor Creek, Ok., they dis- 
covered, while galloping to their camp, 
a Joplin, Mo., girl who had fled from 
the train in terror at the, gang’s shots. 
Starr placed her on a train for her des- 
tination a few days later. Their meet- 
ing culminated in marriage and it is 
this girl who ifs believed to have ob- 
tained a divorce today. 

Henry Starr for years has been one 
of the most notorious outlaws in the 
Middle West. In the main, his activities 


have centered in the old Indian Terri- 
tory and in Oklahoma, his home being 
in the Osage Hills near Tulsa. For 
some time he has been a fugitive from 
justice, charged with violating his pa- 
role “n California.

Henry Schaefer Testifies He Could Have Paid 
$450 for Wrecking Work City Will

The testimony of wrecking contractors, 
that they were not notified by Building 
Commissioner McKelvey in time to make 
bids on the wrecking of a stable owned 
by the city on Chestnut street, adjoin-; 
ing the old city hall, was heard yester- 
day by the Complaint Board. Two of 
the witnesses said they would have been 
willing to pay the city for the privilege 
of wrecking the building, which, under 
the arrangement made by Commissioner 
McKelvey, the city_is to pay James J. 
Ryan $400 for wrecking. Henry Schaefer 
said his firm, the Jacob Schaefer Wreck- 
ing Co., would have pid $450 for the 
privilege. 

Commissioner McKelvey, In his state- 
ment, Friday, declared that he gave 
six days’ advance notice of the matter 
to all wrecking concerns, including the 
complainants, and that he told them the 
contract would be let March 1.. He said 
ii was customary for the city and for 
private owners to pay for wrecking old 
buildings. 

Says He Got Notice March I. 

Andrew Schaefer, vice-president of the 
Schaefer company, testified yesterday 
that he received his first notice of the 
letting of a contract in a telephone mes- 
sage, March 1. He said he considered 
two days a-proper time for estimating, 
and submitting bids on such a matter, 
and that it was his recollection that 
contractors usually paid for the privi- 
lege of wrecking buildings, He told of 
visiting Commissioner McKelvey’s office 
and of seeing a Mr. Seymour, whom he 
understood to say his bid would be in 
time if submitted Wednesday, March 3. 
Tuesday he learned that the contract 
had been awarded to Ryan. 

Henry Schaefer, who was out of the 
city at the time of the awarding of, the 
contract, testified that no natice was 
received by his firm before his de- 
parture, Feb. 26. Commissioner Mc- 
Kelvey had testified that his clerk, 
Seymour, telephoned to the Schaefers 


and te other wreckers, on his instruc- 
tionsg feb. 23. 

Henry. Schaefer testified that, had he 
the opportunity to prepare a bid, he 
would have bid #50 for the wrecking 
job. He said he would have expected 
to clear $3000 profit, if he had obtained 
the contract. at that price. He said 
the brick was worth $750 and the lum- 
ber was worth $4500. 

A. Beffa testified that he was notified 
by telephone Feb. 23 of the letting 
March 1, and that he submitted a bid 
to wreck the stable for $142, to be 
paid to him by the city. He said Com- 
missioner McKelvey told him, March 3, 
that the job had been let to Ryan, and 
that he understood the Commissioner 
to say that Ryan was to pay the city 
$400. He said he replied: “If a fellow 
wants to break his back, let him do it.”’ 

Offered to Pay “ity $250. 

James P. Kennah testified he was 
not notified of the letting until March 
1, and that after an examination of 
the building, he went to Commissioner 
McKelvey’s office and submitted a bid 
in which he offered to pay the city 
$250. He said this was at 11.4 a. 
m., and that he remarked that, if more 
time could be allowed him for figuring 
he might be able to make a more fa- 
vorable offer. In the afternoon he 
heard that the job had gone to Ryan. 
He said he would have expected to 
make $1000 out of the job if he had ob- 
tained it on the terms of his bid. 

Charles E. Wells, an insurance man, 
testified that he called up Coinmission- 
er McKelvey about the job March 2, 
and that McKelvey told him: ‘T let 
it to Ryan today.”

Army Appreciably Better in Every Way Than 
ey hen War Began, Says Historical Review 
“= From French Official Sources. 


HE Post-Dispatch presente today the first installment of the second 
part of a historical review of the war obtained from oficial French 
sources and sent to the Associated Press bureau in London. This 

installment deals with the condition of the French army after six months 
of fighting. There is presented also, from the same source, the third and 
fourth installments of a review of the military operations in the war, 


They deal with the “Rush to the Sea” and the battle of Flanders. 


The 


first installment was printed March 16, and the second, concerning the 
battle of the Marne, was presented yesterday. 


LONDON, March 18.—Part II of the 
French Historical Review, under the 
caption, “The French Army As It Is,” 
deals exhaustively with the condition 
of the army after six months of war, 
the higher command, the supply of 
officers and noncommissioned offi- 
eers, and of munitions of war of all 
kinds, and transport and auxiliary 
services. 

The compiler of the report, begin- 
ning his review on Feb. 1, states that 
the condition of the French army is 
excellent and appreciably superior to 
what it was at the beginning of the 
war from the three points of view 
of numbers, quality and equipment. 

In the higher command, important 
changes have been made. It has, in 
fact, been rejuvenated by the promo- 
tion of young commanders of proved 
quality to high rank. All - the old 
Generals, who at the beginning of 
August were at the head of large 
commands, have been gradually elim- 
inated, some as the result of the 
physical strain of war and others 
by appointment to territorial com- 
mands. 

This ré@juvenation of the higher 
ranks of the army has been carried 
out in a far-reaching manner and it 
may be said that. it has embraced all 
the grades of military hierarchy from 
commanders of brigades to command- 
ers of armies. 

Average Age Lowered 10 Years. 

The result has been to lower the 
average age of general officers by 
10 years. Today more than three- 
fourths of the officers commanding 
armies and army corps are less than 
60 years of age. Some are consider- 
ably younger. A number of the army 
corps commanders are from 46 to 54 
years of age, and the brigade com- 
manders are usually under 50. There 
are, in fact, at the front extremely 
few general officers over 60, and 
these are men who are in full pos- 
session of their physical and intel- 
lectual powers. 

This rejuvenation of the high com- 
mand was facilitated by a number 
of circumstances, notable of which 
was the strengthening the higher 
regimental ranks carrieqd out during 
the three years preceding the war, 
as a result of which at the outset of 
the campaign each infantry regiment 
had two Lieutenant-Colonels, and 
each cavairy and artillery regiment 
a Colonel and a IAeutenant-Colonel, 
nd algo the system of promotion for 
the duration of the war. Many offi- 
cers who began the war as Colonels 
now command brigades. 

Some are even at the head of di- 
visions of army corps. Ability proved 
on the fleld of battle is now immedi- 
ately recognized and utilized, and in 
this way it has been possible to pro- 
vide in the most favorable manner 
for the vacancies created by the 
- ghanges in command which were con- 
sidered necessary in the first week of 
the war. 

* The higher grades of the French 
_ army are inspired by a remarkable 

unity tn the matter of military theo- 
ries, and by a solidarity of spirit 
which has found striking expression 
in the course of the numerous moves 
of army corps from one part of the 
theater of operations to another, 
which have been carried out since the 
beginning of the war. 

Excess of Cavalry Officers, 

The cavalry, after six months of 
War, still possess an excess of offi- 
cers. There are on an average 36 
officers to a regiment instead of the 
$1 considered™to be the necessary 
minimum. The artillery, which has 
suffered relatively little, has also an 
excess of officers, and is further, able 
to count upon a large number of 
Captains and other officers who be- 
fore the war were employed in the 
arsenals or in technical research. 
Finally the reserve artillery officers 
have nearly al) proved to be excel- 
lent battery commanders. _

State of Infantry Good. 

The state of our infantry cadres 
on Jan. 15 was very satisfactory and 
much superior to that of the German 
infantry. On an average each of our 
regiments has 48 officers, including 
18 regular officers, 15 reserve offi- 
cers and 165 noncommissioned offi- 
cers, In each regiment 6 of the 12 
companies are commanded by Cap- 
tains who are regular officers, three 
by Captains of the reserve and three 
by Lievtenants. Hach company has 
at least three officers. In sum, the 
state of the army as regards the com- 
missioned ranks from the highest to 
the lowest is declared to be excep- 
tionally brilliant. 

The army is Jed by young, well 
trained and daring chiefs, and the 


lower commissioned ranks have ac- ' 


quired the art of war by experience. 

Finally, a warm tribute is paid to 
the work of the staffs of the armies 
and of the army corps, which were 
formed three years ago and have 
thrown themselves into their work in 
entire agreement, both of views and 
methods. : 

Including all ranks, France now 
hag more than 2,500,000 men at the 
front and every unit is, or was on 
Jan, 15, at war strength. The infan- 
try companies are at least 200 strong. 
In many regiments the companies 
have a strength of 250 or more. 

In the other arms, which have suf- 
fered less than the infantry, the units 
are all up to, or above regulation 
strength. 

This fact constitutes one of the 
most’ important advantages of the 
French army over the Germans. 
While Germany has created a great 
number of units, army corps or di- 
visions, which absorbed at a blow all 
of her available resources in officers 
and men, the French supreme com- 
mand has avoided the formation of 
new units, except in limited number, 
and has only admitted exceptions to 
this rule when it was able to count 
with certainty on being able to pro- 
vide amply for both the present and 
the future requirements of the new 
units as regards all ranks without 
encroaching upon the reserves need- 
ed for the existing units. 

At the same time, thanks to the 
depots in the interior of the country, 
the effectives at the front have been 
maintained at full strength. The 
sources of supply for this purpose 
were the remainder of the 11 classes 
of the reserve; the younger classes 
of the territorial army, and the new

RUSH TO THE SEA

coping with the outflanking movement 
of the enemy.” 

Everything led us to expect that flank- 

ing movement, for the Germans are not 
lacking !n invention. Indeed, their ef- 
fort at that time lended to a renewal 
of their maneuvers of August. In this 
parallel race the opponents were bound 
in the end to be stopped only by the 
sea; that is what happéned about Oct, 
20. ? 
The Germans had an advantage over 
us which is obvious from a glance at 
the map—the concentric form of their 
front which shortened the length of 
their transports. In spite of this ini- 
tial inferiority we arrived in time. From 
the middie of September to the lIast 
week in October fighting went on con- 
tinually to the north of the Oise, but-all 
the time we were fighting we were 
slipping northward. On the German 
side this movement brought into line 
more than 18 new army corps (12 ac- 
tive army corps, six reserve corps, 
four cavalry corps). On our side it 
ended in the constitution of three fresh 
armies on our left and in the transport 
into the same district of the British 
army and the Belgian army from Ant-. 
werp. 

For the conception and realization of 
this frefh and extended disposition the 
French command, in the first place, had 
to reduce to a minimum the needs for 
effectives of our armies to the east of 
the Oise and afterward to utilize to the 
utmost our means of transport. It suc- 
ceeded in this and when at the end of 
October the battle of Flanders opened, 
when the Germans, having completed 
the concentration of their forces, at- 
tempted with fierce energy to turn or to 
pierce our left they flung themselves 
upon a resistance which inflicted upon 
them a complete defeat. 

Deployment of a Firat Army. 

The movement began on our side only 
with the resources of the army which 
had held the left of our front during 
the baitle of the Marne, reinforced on 
Sept. 15 »y one army corps. 

This reinforcement, not being suffi- 
cient to hold the enemy’s offensive (dis- 
trict of Vaudelincourt-Mouchy-Baugy 
a fresh army was transported more t 
the left with the task ‘‘of acting against 
the German right wing in order to dis- 
engage its neighbor—while preserving a 
flanking direction in its march in rela- 
rion to the frash units that the enemy 
might be able to put into line.” 

To cover the detrainment of this 
fresh army in the district, Clermont- 
Beauvois-Boix, a cavalry corps and four 
territorial divisions were ordered to es- 
tablish themselves on both banks of the 
Somme. In the wooded hills, however, 
which extend between the Oise and Las- 
signy, the enemy displayed increasing 
activity. Nevertheless, the order still 
further to broaden the movement to- 
ward the left was maintained while the 
territorial division were to move toward 
Bethune and Aubigny. The march to 
the sea went on. 

From the 2ist to the 26th all our forces 
were engaged in the district Lassigny- 
Roye-Peronne with alternations of re- 
verse and success. It was the first act 
of the great struggle which was to 
spread as it went on. On the 2th the 
whole of the Sixth German army was 
deployed against us. We retained all 
our positions. But we could do no more. 
Consequently there was atiil the risk 
that the enemy, by means of a fresh 
afflux of forces, might succeed in turn- 
ing us.

4 Deployment of a Second Army,’ 

From Sept. 3 onward we could not 
but observe that the enemy, sliready 
strongly posted on the Plateau of Thie-

confronting us with remarkable energy. 

Accordingly on Oct. 1, two cavalry 
corps wete directed to make «@ leap 
forward and, operating on both flanks 
of the Scarpe, to put themselves in 
touch with the’ garrison of Dunkirk 
which on its side had pushed forward 
as far as Dousi. But on Oct 2 and 3' 
the bulk of our fresi army was very 
strongly attacked in the district of, 
Arras and Lens.

It was, 
however, clear that, despite the efforts 
of all, our front, extended to the sea as 
it was by a mere ribbon of troops, did 
not yet possess the solidity to énable it 
to resist with complete safety a German 
attack, the violence of which could well 
be foreseen.

But between the Oise anid 
Arras we were holding our own only 
with difficulty.

This is a little bet- 
ter than fourteen miles to the gallon for 
a mountain trip up Mount Hood in Jan- 
vary, something unique in the annals of 
moutain OPE ee:

SPEECHES IN TWO WARDS 


Little Is Said About Advance- 
ment of St. Louis, but Much 
About Opponents. 


Democrats and Republicans, in two 


ward meetings last night, heard speeches 
from many candidates for the Board of 
Aidermen. The speakers dealt almost 
entirely with the alleged shortcomings 
of the other party and gave almost no 
aitention to any specific promises for 
the advancement of St. Louis. 

The Democrats held a small meeting 
in a hall at the foot of Fillmore street 


to encourage precinct workers of the 
Twelfth Ward. The Republicans of 
the Twenty-seventh Ward met at Sem- 
ple and Easton avenues, 

The ‘only specific promise made by 
speakers at the Republican meeting was 
that the free bridge, for which bonds 
already have been voted, would be 
bullt if the Republican candidates were 
elected.

IS ACQUITTED OF 
EMBEZZLING BOOKS 


Verdict in Trial of Former East 
St. Louis Comptroller Reached 
on First Ballot. 


Ee 


William R. Rodenberger, former 
Comptroller of East St. Louis, was 
found not guilty on the first baliot 
of a jury, last night, of the charge 
of embezzling books and records from 
the vaults of hfs office during his in- 
cumbency in 1913. 

The disappearance of these books 
was declared by the State’s Attorney 
to have created a missing link in 
the evidence necessary to the prose- 
cution of the graft cass in East St. 
Louis, six of which have resulted in 
acquittal. 

The trial, which lasted three days, 
was held in the City Court in East 
St. Louis, with Judge Daniel W. Mad- 
dox of Litchfield presiding. The case 
was given to the jury at 5:45 p. m. 
The foreman, C. C. Chadeayne, said 
the jurors went to dinner and then 
for a walk. On their return they 
deliberated 15 minutes and unani- 
mously declared Rodenberger not 
guilty. 

Testimony during the trial was that 
State’s Attorney Webb demanded the 
books of Rodenberger, claiming they 
would show the alleged system of 
double payment on coupons on street 
improvement bonds. The Comptrol- 
ler refused to give them up, Webb 
obtained an order for the records 
from Mayor Chamberlin, who testi- 
fied that before the order could be 
served he went to Rodenberger and 
told him he (the Mayor) had no au- 
thority to enforce such an order. 
When it was served on the Comptrol- 
ler, he again refused to surrender 
the books. The next day they dis- 
appeared. 

Alexander Flannigan, a lawyer, 
testified that Rodenberger told him 
the metal hasps and hinges of the 
books could be found in the furnace 
in the basement of the city call. The 
jury held that there was no direct 
evidence that Rodenberger was re- 
sponsible for the disappearance of 
the records. 

Only one more of the principal so- 
called “graft’’ cases remains to be 
tried. E. Fred Gerold, former City 
Treasurer, who was convicted on a 
charge of withholding city funds and 
who obtained an order for a new trial 
from the Supreme Court, will have his 
second trial in May. 


GENERAL VOTE FRAUD DENIAL 
IN TERRE HAUTE INDICATED 


Government Rests Case ‘in 
Growing Out of Indiana 
Election. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 27. 
That a general denial will be made to 
the Government charges by all of the 
twenty-eight defendants on trial in the 
Terre Haute election fraud case here, 
was indicated when the defense began 
the introduction of evidence today, The 
Government rested its side of the case 
soon after 10 o’clock this morning. 

Three defendants, Harry S. Montgom- 
ery, president of the Board of Works; 
William Crockett, superintendent of the 
city crematory, and Lewis Nunley, as- 
sistant city engineer, denied absolutely 
the testimony of the Government wit- 
nesses. 

The three defendants testifying today, 
served as election inspectors and ad- 
mitted they worked the lever on the 
voting machine that registers the vote 
and also instructed voters: how to 
manipulate the candidates’ keys. A. O. 
Stanley, chief counsel for the defend- 
ants asserted that he had read carefully 
the election laws of Indiana and that he 
could find no section which prevented 
the inspectors performing that function. 

United States District Attorney Daily 
contended that it was immaterial 
whether the acts violated an Indiana 
law, as the Government-sought to prove 
that election Inspectors all over the city 
had received the same kind of instruc- 
tions as a part of the alleged conspir- 
acy. A mumber of the election in- 
spectors, who have pleaded guilty, have 
testified that they received such instruc- 
tifns from Mayor Donn M. Roberts.

BOARD BECOMES 
WHOLLY PARTISAN 


Republicans Decide to Let 


Straight Party Nomina- 
tions Stand. 


The election of four members of the 
Board of Education, in connection with 
the aldermanic election April 6, will be 
a straight-out party contest, with four 
Democrats running against four Repu d- 
licans. This was determined yesterday. 
when the Democratic City Committe® 
completed its ticket by nominating 
Jesse A. McDonald and A. Holt Roude- 
bush, lawyers, in addition to Dr. M. A. 
Frankenthal, a practicing physician, 
and George Ernst, clerk in a wire rope 
factory. 

The four Republican nominees for the 
Board are Christopher W. Johnson, 
president of the’ St. Louls Basket & 
Box Co., and former member of the 
board; Stephen M, Wagner, dry goods 
commission merchant; H. A. Rosskopf, 
and Frank X. Hiemenz, lawyers. 
*Yesterday’s developments seem te 
mean that the “‘gentlemen’s agreement”’ 
plan, under which bipartisan School 
Board tickets have been elected for 
nearly twenty years past. has -broken 
down, and that unless a new law is en- 
acted, the school] system will soon fall 
back under partisan political control. 

The ‘“gentlemen’s agreement’ plan 
was that each party committee should 
select two candidates, and that the 
names of the two Democrats and the 
two Republicans should be placed on 
both ballots, assuring the election of the 
four. This plan almost broke down in 
some recent elections, as when Jeptha 
D. Howe, Republican boss, refused to 
accept one of the Democratic nominees, 
and placed a Socialist, Dr. Emil Simon, 
on the Republican ticket in his stead. 

This year, when the aldermanic nom- 
fnations were made by a primary, party 
conventions were held to nominate mem- 
bers of the Board of Education. The 
delegates were selected by party com- 
mittemen. The Republicans nominated 
the four already named, with a view to 
withdrawing two of them if the usual 
agreement were reached with the Dem- 
ocrats. But the Republicans declined to 
accept Frankenthal and Ernst, the Dem- 
ocratic nomineés, and announced that 
they would place A. C. Stewart and 
John M. Wood, Democrats, on the Re- 
publican ticket. The Election Board 
ruled that this could not be done. 

Yesterday, on learning that the Dem- 
ocrats had refused# to withdraw Dr. 
Frankenthal and Ernst, the Republican 
committee decided to let its four nomi- 
nations stand. The Democratic commit- 
tee thereupon completed its ticket by the 
addition of McDonald and Roudebush. 

The Conference of Civic Organizations, 
which tried unsuccessfully to get both 
party conventions to nominate men sug- 
gested by it, will now meet again, with a 
view to indorsing a bipartisan ticket 
and asking voters to scratch their bal- 
lots accordingly. The conference will 
probably indorse McDonald and Roude- 
bush, as they were the two whom it 
originally suggested as the Democratic 
nominees, 

McDonald formerly was a Circuit 
Judge and was chairman of the Board 
of Freeholders, which drafted the new 
city charter.

CARDEN SHOW 
CREAT EXHIBIT 


Editor Tells of Variety of Fowls 
and Quality of Winners in 
New York Contest. 


By THE POULTRY EDITOR, | 


I was fortunate enough this year, for 
some mysterious reason, to be among 


the elect. That is to say, I was asked 
to officiate as one of the judges at the 
great Madison Square Garden Show in 
New York City. 

This is doubtless the premier show of 
America. We in the West do not hesi- 
tate to admit this. It cannot indeed be 
disputed. It is the heading show in the 
quality of the birds shown, in the fact 
that it draws birds from all over the 
United States and Canada, and also in 
the cosmopolitan character of the vis- 
itors. I met many acquaintances from 
the Middle West. I saw birds from Cal- 
ifornia and from Western Canada. Usu- 
ally there are exhibits from across the 
water. I believe there were none this 
vear, though birds were bought in En- 
gland, as always, to show at New York. 

The entry fee for a single bird at the 
“Garden” show is $3. This is the high- 
est entry fee in the country, and it as 
sures quality in the exhibits. At least 
a fancier will not pay a $3 entry fee on 
birds he does not regard as fit to show 
in the keenest competition. I saw 
fewer poor birds proportionately than in 
any other show I ever visited, but there 


were a few poor specimens even at the/ 


Garden. Such birds are shown by be- 

ginners who think they have something 

superior, but have not. This is no re- 

fiection upon such beginners, however 

We have all had to learn some time. 
7000 Birds Entered. 

The Garden show is a big show as 
well as a quality show. There were 
in all about 7000 birds, including pigeons. 

I should say that the chief difference 
between this show and most of our 
shows in the West is in the condition 
in which the birds are shown. The con- 
dition of the birds in Madison Square 
Garden show was remarkable. This was 
noticeable especially, of course, in the 
white birds. Such varieties as White 
Leghorns, White Rocks, White Wyan- 
dottes and White Orpingtons were a 
revelation in the immaculate condition 
of plumage. A bird in poor condition 
cannot win in New York and does not 
deserve to win, because such a bird has 
too many competitors of superior qual 
ity whose owners have conditioned them 
properly. 

I cannot comment upon all the varie- 
ties. shown, but certain features stan 
out in my recollection that may be of 
interest. 

It was a great show in the variety of 
its exhibits. It was not, as too many 
shows are, a one-sided affair. Practi- 
cally all varieties were shown, some in- 
deed which we rarely see in numbers in 
the West. I do not know how many 
bantams there were, but there must 
have been over 500, and they were a 
remarkable lot. The ornamental varie- 
ties were well represented, such as the 
Polish varieties. 


Speckled and Red Sussex. 


Aside from the Bantam display, the 
most astonishing thing in the show, to 
me, was the display of Speckled and 
Red Sussex. I looked them over many 
times. It seems to me they have a 
great future in this country.. They were 
true to type and beautiful in color. 

The Silver and Golden Campines were, 
of course, strongly represented. They 
are ‘‘coming’”’ fast. 

The largest display of any one variety 
was in Light Brahmas. They are sure- 
lv “coming back.’’ There were about 
0 specimens of this old variety, includ- 
ing 42 cockerels, the greatest lot of 
Y.ight Brahma cockerels ever seen in 
this country. New England showed 
about half the Light Brahmas, but won 
about nine-tenths of the prizes, as 
would be expected. New England is the 
home of the Light Brahma. 

I suppose it may be said that Barred 
Rocks are the leading American fowls. 
T was not disappointed in the -birds of 
this variety. The winners were wonder- 
ful specimens. The cockerels were 
bright, snappy, evenly and beautifully 
barred, and they had plenty of size and 
were true to Rock type. 

There were plenty of Wyandottes, but 
here I was somewhat disappointed. 
They were not, I think, better than I 
have seen in our Central Western shows 
except in uniformity of show condition. 

Patronage Was Large. 

T greatly admire the White Leghorn, 
now the most popular American va- 
riety, though I never owned a Leghorn, 
The Single-Comb Whites were fully up 
to my expectations. They were of good 
size, but not coarse. The greatest breed- 
ers in the Bast showed birds of this va- 
tilety. The White Leghorn is now ree- 
ognized, not only as a utility fowl, but 
also as a great exhibition bird. 

Some varieties represented rarely seen 
at American shows were White Hou- 
dans, Faverolles, Dorkings, Black Leg- 
horns, Silver-Penciled Hamburgs. 

I am not a pigeon expert, but I always 
admire them. They were shown in be- 
wildering variety. 

The general public patronizes the Gar- 
den show liberally. The alsles were 
usually crowded even on rainy days.

NUMBER of good points about 
A this brood coop are apparent at 
first glance.

This 
coop set outside in mild weather makes 
an ideal way to raise young chicks. _

Poultry Problems Solved. ] 


Will you please tell me why my chick- 
ens become ‘‘straddle-legged?’’—Mrs. W. 
W., St. Louis. 

I believe I do not understand your 
question. I don’t know whether you re- 
fer to little chicks or to old ones. Some- 
times little chicks, when hatched, are 
crippled, due to some defect in the in- 
cubation process. If it happens later, 
they probably have rheumatism, but I 
can’t say what the trouble is ffom the 
meager information you give. 


Sulphur for Lice,. 

I have a couple of batches of chicks 
hatched by hens. I find they are trou- 
bled with lice. How can I treat the hen 
and chicks to rid them of the pest’ with- 
out injuring the chicks?—Mrs. H. UL. 
P., St. Louis. 

In cases of this kind I should use com- 
mon flour of sulphur. Rub this thor- 
oughly into the hen’s feathers some? 
time during the day. I have done this 
and have never had any injury resuit 
to chicks. I would also rub a little of 
this through the down of the chicks 
themselves. It isn’t as strong as Per- 
sian insect powder, but if applied thor- 
oughly it does the business and is good 
for the purpose you mention. 


Braa Good Feed. 

Is it suitable to feed wheat bran to 
hens in summer? How much corn, 
wheat and oats should be given to 
eight hens/f they have access to wheat 
tran all the time? How can I keep 
them from eating the bran ag soon as I 
put it before them?—A. P., St. Louis. 

Yes, it is all right to feed bran in 
summer. In fact, it is most excellent: 
feed in summer or any other time. I 
should say about two-thirds of a quart 
of grain would be right for the eight 
hens. Of course, they should have 
green stuff and an occasional feed >of 
meat. I don’t know that you want to 
keep the hens from eating the bran as 
soon as it is put before them. If you 
keep it before them all the time and 
feed property otherwise, they will not 
eat it greedily, but will eat moderately, 
except, perhaps, at first. That has been 
my experience, at least. 


I have been reading your poultry page 
with a great deal of interest during the 
last two years. You have had some- 
thing about laying records. Here is an- 
other record; from my barred plymouth 
rock pullets hatched last April and 
May. They began laying the middle of 
January, and laid 88 eggs that month. 
In February they laid %8 eggs and in 
March up to the lI5th they laid 240. Is 
this a good record? I should like to 
have you answer this in next Sunday’s 
paper.—Mrs. Y.-S., Lincoln, Neb. 

I cannot say whether the record is 
good, because you do not say how many 
pullets vou have. 

Cooked Potatoes for Feed. : 

Please advise me ‘f cooked potatoes 

are good for laying ducks. I have fawn 
and white runners.—Patrick, St. Louis. 
' Yes, potatoes are good for laying 
ducks, »‘ut they should not be the main 
article of diet. There isn’t very much 
to potatoes and still they are good feed 
for humans or fowls. I believe that 
three ti a week ought to be enough, 
unless you feed them very sparingly.

will ate kindly let me, know the dif- 


ference between English and American 
Silver Spangled Hamburgs?—C. P. C., 
St. Louis. 

There isn’t any material difference be- 
tween zhe two. I do not have an En- 
giish Standard, but I have seen English 
birds and they are much Iike our Amer- 
ican Hambures. Usually they are a lit- 
tle larger. The only way you can get 
a full official description is by purchas- 
ing a copy of the American Standard of 
Perfection. Every breeder who wants 
his stuff to be right ought to have a 
copy. The bod can be bought from 8. 
T. Campbell, secretary of the American 
Poultry Association, Mansfield, O. I will 
give a brief description of Silver Span- 


straight. The rear_end inclines slightly 
upward. The win are large for the 
size of the bird and are carried rather 
low. The tail is a beautiful feature of 
the Silver Spangled Hamburg. It should 
be of good size. ‘It should not be carried 
high, but at an angle of about # de- 
grees. The breast is broad and full. The 
body is round and plump. It should not 
be too short. The legs are of medium 
length. The bird, of course, has a very 
alert and active carriage. In color the 
most distinguishing feature is the fact 
that most of the feathers end in 
spangles. This is true of the feathers of 
the breast, neck, back and tail. The 
plumage of the head is white. The beak 
is dark or fawn color. The eyes are 
brownisn black usually. The wattles are 
bright red. The ear lobes are white. The 
under color is slate. The above is not a 
eomplete description, but only a partial 
one. There is perhaps no more beautiful 
bird than the Silver Spangled Hamburg. 
All the Hamburgs are beautiful in fact, 
and when the spangles are clear and dis- 
tinct and eyenly distributed the bird -is 
very handsome. The Hamburgs are ex- 
cellent layers, something like the Leg- 
horn. The chief difficulty with’ them is 
that they are rather tcnder when newly 
hatched. If. you raise them to be four 
to six weeks old they will be all right, 
but they feather out rather quickly and 
this'seems to take their strength. Clip 
the ends of the brown wing feathers 
when they first come out, so they will 
not drag on the ground. 


Making Trap Nests. 

Please give me methods of construct- 
ing a home-made trap nest.—R. G., St. 
Louis. 

I suggest that you send to the Maine 
Agricultural Station, Orono, Me.. for a 
copy of their booklet entitled “Poultry 
Management at the Maine Station,,’’ 
dated March, 1913.

Rough Egeas. 

I should like to know what causes 
rough and different size egg shells, also 
ridges around the erg shell.—C. R., St. 
Louis. 

I don't know whether the condition 
you speak of is a bad one or not. Slight 
irregularities will occur. Of course, an 
egg that is too large or too small will 
usually not hatch. This is usually true 
of an egg that is decidedy abnormal. 
You perhaps know that no two hens lay 
eggs precisely alike. If there is any- 
thing objectionable about your eggs it 
may be due to the system of feeding. 
Be sure the hens get plenty of egg-form- 
ing material and that they have oyster 
shell. If you can get crushed egg shells, 
as you can at some poultry supply 
houses, these are good, 


Pork fer Chickens. 

I raised a little flock of chickens 
hatched in December. They have grown 
very well and are large for their age. 
One died recentiv. It seemed to have 
the gapes. I gave it some chopped fresh- 
cooked pork, and later some lettuce. He 
ate eageriy, after which he walked: 
away, fell in convulsions and died. I! 
had a large, old hen that died apparent- 
ly in the same way. I gave her some 
lard. She also had convulsions and died. 
Is lard or fat bad for chicks affected 
with gapes? Can anything be done for 
it? I have had good success with my 
small flock of five hends. I got 68 eggs 
in January and % in February.—Sub- 
scriber, St. Louis. 
I don’t believe that your fowls have 
the gapes. You wouldn't be likely to 
have the disease in your flock so early 
in the season. I don’t know what the 
trouble is. I don’t see why the fat pork 
or lard should cause trouble that way.

The Department of Agriculture, in 4 
recent bulletin, makes the following 
valuable suggestions regarding the kill-| 
ing, dressing, packing and shipping of | 
poultry: 

For % hours before killing the bird !s 
not fed but is given plenty of clean 
water. In this way the crop is emptied 
and the flavor of the fish is improved, 
as well a@ its keeping quality. Of course, 
‘the bird does not welgh as much when 
emptied of food, but it is better to be 
paid for a few less pounds of poultry 
than to receive only a freight bill.

SELF FEEDER. 


VERY good self-feeder for the 
A poultry flock may be made of an 
old- bucket, or lard can. and a 
shallow box. The box should be 3 or 
4 inches deep.and just a little larger 
all around than the can. The can is 
inverted into the box and is held. up 
by two hegvy wires passed through 
the sides of both the box and can as 
the drawing shows. Holés’ for these 
wires should be made near the upper 
edge of the box and about an inch 
from the edge of the open end of the 
can. One of these wires may be 
clinchead at both ends, thus serving 
as a hinge to turn back the can when 
filling. The sketch shows the ‘can 
turned back ready for filling. 
To fill the can, set it on the ground, 
set the can upright on the ground, 
with the box standing up at the side. 
When filled turn the box over, put 
the wire in place and quickly invert 
j both. The birds can get around it and 
pick out the grain, but: they can not 
get into it to scratch or soil the feed.

“Pulled? Stock Has Low 
’ Tree Planting Value 


Eighty Per Cent of Hatch Set 
“Out Under Ideal Conditions 


in Experiment Die in 3 Months, 
By FREDERICK DUNLAP. 
Of Missouri go _— 


The low value of ‘‘pulled’’ stock for 
forest planting was clearly shown by ex- 
perimental plantings last spring on 
the woodlot at the Missouri Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. The station 
wanted to cover an exposed limestone 


Slope and selected the native red cedar 
as the tree best suited to the dry, shal- 
low soll. The particular batch of trees 
urchased had been dug in the Ozarks 

the early epring of 1918, planted in 
fursery rows and carefully cultivated 
for a year to encourage the replace- 
ment of lost roots. 

The plants were set in the ground the 
day following their arrival. The stock 
was in fair condition, its defects being 
characteristic; the stems and branches 
were long and slender, and the roots in- 
cluded a few long: }ranches with short 
laterals... The -follage was sparse, it 
being. confined to 
branches, and vellowish green. 

Planting was completed in two days 
under ideal conditions. The sky was 
overcast, there was no wind and it 
rained in intermittent drizzies which be- 
came steadier the following day. This 
was in March. The weather during. the 
subsequent spring and early. summer 
was dryer than normal, the precipita- 
tion up to Aug. 1 being about one-half 
the mean. Such weather rhould not 
cauge heavy loss. 

About four-fifths of the trees planted 
died before June 1. Many more are 
now in a precarious condition and it 
is questionable whether. they will live 
through the second year. ,

Exports Are Lighter. 


Exports during the past week have 
been lighter than any week since Jan. 
1, but are only some 400 bales less than 
the corresponding week last season. 
Ixports during the week were 183,341 
bales, compared with 184,216 last year. 
Total exports to Friday evening were 
6,326,717 bales, compared with 7,791,618 
to the same date last season. Port 
stocks were 1,514,843 bales. 

Receipts at the ports last week were 
276,582 bales. While there will undoubt- 
edly be a gradual falling off in the 
port receipts, there will not be a per- 
pendicular drop, and the receipts added 
to the present heavy stock make likely 
a further comparitively heavy export 
movement. Half of the present stock 
at the ports added to the exports, would 
tuke up past the 7,000,000-bale mark. 

The spinners of Great Britain have 
been busy; the Manchester Guardian 
calls attention to the curious fact that 
their exports of yarns to Holland and 
France have been very heavy, while ex- 
ports of cloth have been tight. In fact, 
they say, that exports of 
France and Belgium 
have been as heavy 
France, Germany, Holland and Belgium 
during the same period last year. As 
long as the war continues it seems rea- 
sonable to expect that Great Britain 
will need much cotton. 

In this country, mills have been more 
active, and the price of cloth and yarns 
is being advanced, and there is nothin 
visible in the way of a continuation o 
the present demand. About all that can 
be said against it is that it is too good 
to be true. After eight months of war 
between the greatest consuming nations, 
with the greatest production of cotton 
ever known, cotton is selling in the 
country at or above 8% cents.

July wheat 
started at $1.19, dropped to $1.13%, and 
closed at that price. Yesterday's mar- 
ket was weak. 

It was authoritatively announced dur- 
ing the day, that substantial sales of 
wheat for export, either cash or fu- 
tures, and almost entirely spring wheat, 
had been going on for a number of 
days back, and was again in progress. 
This information had much to do with 
« strong rally, after an early setback 
that was chiefly due to lower prices 
at Liverpool. ‘he advance, however, 
Lrought out increased selling, which 
sdemed to hinge for the most part on 
the character of cable advices rela- 
tive to impending action by Balkan 
States, and by Italy. 

Some complaints of Hessian fly dam- 
age to wheat received from [llinois, 
Missouri and Indiana, but the trade on 
the whole was in no mood to take 
kindly to crop damage reports. The out- 
look for a good-sized decrease in the 
visible supply total on Monday, was 
also to a great extent ignored. 

Traders Are at Sea. 

At the moment the market has 
worked into a position where traders 
are all at sea as to the future move- 
ment of prices, With stocks advanc- 
ing in Wall street, and cotton scor- 
ing new high records, speculators 
think that international bankers are 
of the opinion that chances of peace 
in Burope are constantly brighten- 


ng. 

That Italy’s entrance into the war 
will materially hasten its end also is 
the belief in trade circles, as the 
pressure on Germany would be so in- 
creased that a settlement might be 
forced, especially if Rumania and 
other of the Balkan states are to 
actively join the allies. These coun- 
tries are in a position to be of ma- 
terial benefit to the allies in their 
attack on the Dardanelles, the open- 
ing of which to commerce would mean 
the shipment of large supplies of 
wheat from Russia. 

That the trade is in danger of over- 
estimating the bear importance of 
these events is likely. Sixty days ago, 
with Mav wheat some 20 cents high- 
er, speculators could see nothing but 
$2 wheat. Now every mother’s son is 
selling the market short and is con- 
vinced that prices are headed for the 
dollar mark. 

When such radical changes in sen- 
timent takes place it is usually found 
that the market either strikes a 
happy medium or fools the ‘big trade” 
completely. This would seem to be 
the chance now, especially as the sea- 
son of crop scares is at hand, and 
weather conditions throughout the 
winter have been highly favorable 
for the development of Hessian flies. 
There is a section of the Southwest 
where moisture also is needed for 
winter wheat, and unless a change in 
weather takes place shortly “dry 
weather” bullg will begin to get in 


harness. 

There is little doubt that May 
wheat In all markets is in a verv 
strone position, owing to lack of 
stocks and the continued light run of 
wheat to market. Unless peace in 
Europe should come soon, it will 
probably be found that foreigners 
will need everv available bushel of 
American surplus wheat, and if so 
the bears may find difficulty In get- 
ting their supplies to cover “short” 
contracts in the May delivery.

BURNED ABOUT EYE 


SHIP BILL ATTACK 
RENEWED BY T. 


Virtually Declines to Appear Be- 
fore Senate Committee and 
Reiterates Charges. 


TESTIMONY NOT NEEDED 


Says Purchase of Interned Ves- 
sels to Benefit Foreign Cor- 
porations Was Plan. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 87.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt, who was invited 
by Senator Waish, Chairman of the 
Senate Ship Trust Inquiry Committee, 


to tellon what he based his statement 
that President Wilson and Secretary 
McAdoo endeavored in the interest of 
certain foreign business firms to 
secure to the United States t e power 
to purchase the interned ships of one 
of the belligerents,” has used the op- 
portunity to attack the Wilson ad- 
ministration. 

Col. Roosevelt sent telegram te 
the committee which was of more 
than 1000 words. It was placed in 
the record by Chairman Walsh. The 
former President said his reasons for 
having Opposed the Ship Purchase bill 
were the same as were expressed on 
the floor of the Senate by such mem- 
bers as Lodge, Root, Borah, Burton, 
Smoot and other Senators who con- 
tested the efferts of administration 
forces to bring the bill to a vote in 
the recent session of Congress. 

Col. Roosevelt repeated his charge 


‘j}that President Wilson and Secretary 


McAdoo had pushed the bill to the 
utmogt of their ability and that their 
action was in the interest of the 
foreign corporations owning or in- 
terested in the interned German ships. 
“Useless to Deny Statement” 
“If it had not been,” the telegram 
read, “then these ships would have 


-been specifically exempted from, the 


operations of the act.” Col. Roose- 
velt said it would be “useless to at- 
tempt to deny this statement” and 
that it would be “mere folly” to call 
him to testify on the matter when his 
information was merely that which 
was “patent to every man of com- 


mon sense who takes an interest in| 


his country’s welfare and is acquaint- 
ed' with the course of current events.” 

At. the outset of his statement Col. 
Roosevelt said that “every man who 
had looked into the matter at all, 
knew perfeotiy@well that we were 
literaly purchasing a quarrel with 
every ship that was purchased from 
any of the corporations owning the 
German interned ships.” 

CoL Roosevelt said to ask him to 
testify on the subject was as if he 
were to be asked to testify to the 
damaging effect of the tariff bill on 
the American {ugar grower and he 
made a reference to “the amateur 
war with Mexico last summer,” which 
he said resulted in a greater loss of 
life than occurred in the American 
navy in the Spanish-American war, 
and which “was ended and Vera Cruz 
abandoned without obtaining a salute 
for the American flag.”’ 

‘If you desire to make an argument 
against what I have said,” he wrote 
in conclusion, “it is not proper to get 
me before your tommittee in order 
to make thé argument.” 

Inquiry to End Soon. 

With only one more witness sub- 
penaed to testify before the committee, 
Senator Sutherland, Republican, : de- 
Clared that the investigation was almost 
concluded and that “absolutely nothing 
of any consequence had come out of it.” 
Senator Sutherland, with Senator Walsh, 
Democrat, conducted the inquiry for the 
committee. While Walsh would not dis- 
cuss the report to be made to the Senate, 
his views was understood not to differ 
much from that expressed by Senator 
Sutherland. 

The Senate’s resolution for the in- 
vestigation, proposed by Senator Bur- 
ton, 
mine whether American firms or cor- 
porations had,made loans or advances to 
owners of ships, tied up in United States 
ports or elsewhere, to avoid war’s con- 
sequences, or had obtained options on 
such ships, or whether they, having 
made such loans or obtained options, had 
any connection with the Government, or 
whether there had been lobbying by the 
so-called shipping trust or others to de- 
feat the ship-purchase bill.

If he says, ‘‘I1’m from 
Missouri, show me’’— 
show him! 

Show him what you have done in your 
work, how you’ve improved, where your ef- 
forts have saved the firm money or made the 
firm money. PROVE you’re worth more. 

If you can array facts enough you’ll get 
the raise in spite of hard times and retrench- 
ment, and all the other reasons a man can 
think of—unless the boss is blind or the firm 
is actually losing out. In either of which 
eases you had better grab another job. 

A year or two ago when the management of the Hudson tubes, which rus 
under the river from Jersey to the heart of New York, raised the fare from 
a nickel to seven cents, there was a big holler from commuters. But the com- 
pany proceeded to ‘‘show’’ the people that the raise was absolutely neces- 
sary if the company was to continue its service, and further proved that the 
extension of the lines and improvement in the service was more than pro- 
a to the raise in price. And the commuters shut up and paid— 
willingly. ! 

When you can prove the value of a man or a thing there isn’t much trouble 
about getting the right price. : 

Take stock of yourself, son, and see what you jnventory. 

And when you’ve figured yourself right down to rock bottom values and 
you still conscientiously believe you're entitled to a raise—GO GET IT! 

Otherwise FORGET IT until you’ve shown a heap of improvement.

WONDER. why governments do not act in a quarrel more like plain 
|] folks? Plain folks almost never use physical foree now and plain folks 

always keep aware of a margin in a quarrel in which they know they 
are going to know they are wrong: They provide for this and quarrel! in 
ways they can take back. ea 

If a single man stands up and acts like a small boy im a fit of anger 
and throws his fists about he will be shamed out of it on almost any street 
of the world- But if a government representing 90,000,000 people acts in 
the same way everybody seems to think it cannot be helped. 

People seem to expect governments not to know any better. People 
are only allowed to be childish now millions at a time. Small boys and bul- 
lies are almost the only ones left in modern life who act the way govern- 
ments do. ' 

The reason for this seems to be that the common people in our modern 
world have been growing faster than their governments. While people in 
doing all the wide work of the modern world have been limbering up into 
all kinds of men, for hundreds of years a special kind of official person— 
official, smoothminded as a rifle, impenetrable, nhuman—has very largely 
been picked out in countries to represent the interests of the people. 

Red tape and gunpowder instead of blood and brains have been de- 
pended upon by these people. They naturally live in a routine of thinking 
they know more than other people do. They have come to be a special 
left-over kind of person—the person who gets things done by bossing 
rather than by thinking. oe 

In all other human activities one after the other in a scientific age, 
bossing has been hard pressed by thinking. Inch by inch in real life as a 
mere matter of experiment, the bossing people, in order to get anything to 
do, have either had to give up bossing or learn to think. And they have 
found that the more they learned to think the less they needed to boss. 
People asked them what to do before they spoke. : 

In the especially set-off annex on human nature which has been used 
by governments and government-people, all this time exactly the opposite 
tendency has been going on. Ip officialdom and militarism, the less they 
relied on thinking, the more they bossed, and the mw e they bossed or 
looked at a rule, the less they needed to think. Their not having to think 
made it easier and easier to boss, and their bossing made it easier and 
easier not to think- : 

The natural outcome of this kind of daily habit could not be other- 
wise than a climax or orgy of everybody bossing everybody—using gun- 
powder to boss with, like the present war. A government that is engaged 
at home every day, bossing and not thinking with its own people, naturally 
eannot stop. Getting things done by not thinking and bossing at home, it 
tries to get things by not thinking and bossing away from home, 

Now it seems to me that all this is a mere humdrum or convention that 
has been allowed to their governments by the different peoples. They do 
not have to allow it if they speak up. Because their governments were 
full of uninteresting men and did not interest them, busy and happy na- 
tions have allowed their governments to go on year after year in their own 
way until their way has come to its own logical conclusion in the war. 

Each nation has been just privately ashamed of its own government at 
home, but it did not think what would be almost sure to happen the mo- 


' ment the government instead of mérely being stupid with its own people 


in a nice, safe way at home, tried being stupid with all other nations. 

Now we wake up and see what has happened to us. It happens that 
we are living now—wmore or less —in an inventor’s world where 
we get things out of people by thinking of things they can do for us, and 
of things that we can do for them, and our governments have not caught up. 
And now is the time in the next few years after this war for the people to 
speak up to their governments and tell their governments very loudly and 
distinetly that they most catch up. ; 

We must look at people in governments as plain human beings. Gov- 
ernments must make up their minds to govern by being human, by seeing 
through human nature, and being fair to it. A man said to me the other 
day, for instance: ‘‘The Kaiser says ‘Me and God.’-’’ But is this peculiar to 
the Kaiser? He said: ‘‘ Awhile ago the Kaiser was awarded by some society 
the prize. God got honorable mention.”’ 

This is what is allowed to straggle along as war talk- )

all. And there is an American precisely like it just around the corner— 
just around anybody’s corner. And there are days or moments in my life 
when I don’t even have to go around the corner to find an American like 
this. For a few swift seconds at a time, I have had a sharp twinge myself 
of this “‘Me and God’’ feeling. I merely didn’t dare to say it out loud. 
And if I had there wouldn’t have been anybody to encourage me. And this 
has saved me. 

If I were as exposed as a Kaiser or a War Minister is, to a nation 
which is encouraging me—what would I come to? The allies this minute 
in millions of times and places a day are all out in the fields—all over 
Europe—saying ‘‘Us and God.’’ They are all piling in man to man and— 
merely trying to drown Wilhelm out! They say he has driven them to it. 
It is true, perhaps, that ‘‘Us and God’’ is a shade more humble—but noth- 
ing really to speak of. It’s the same root idea. 

The fact is we are all human. Why not make our governments to- 
gether and confess to each other how human they are? 

We cannot expect, either personally or in our governments, to get 
over all at once, the ‘‘Me and God’”’ feeling. It is likely to break out at anv 
time. , j 

But there is one thing we all can do. We can get over expressing this 
feeling just the way we are expressing it. 

We can find some way of expressing it that will be easier to take back. 
Instead of making arrangements for expressing ourselves in rigid, unyield- 
ing, permanent and indelible art forms, like murder, and then trying to 
apologize or correct ourselves to people in their graves—-why not make in- 
ternational arrangements for expressing ourselves, and our especially 
stupid moments, in less indelible ways? 

Why not arrange to have our enemies, instead of wiping our grand- 
children’s tears away, wipe away ours? It’s all a matter of choosng a less 
sudden and less finished way of uttering our unfinished ideas. Human na- 
ture is alike in all countries. Countries are mixed. It is hard for a single 
man to express himself the first time. Countries have to try harder. Coun- 
tries are as human as we are. We all know that this is true about human 
nature. We all see it about ourselves and about each other. Our Gover. 
nors and our diplomats and our soldiers are not the kind of men that do. 
So we have war. They say suddenly in a week or so that we must be like 
them and express ourselves like them! And then we all pile in in a weck 
and do it! We ask ourselves while we hack away on each other: ‘‘Whv 
do we do it?’’ ; 

_ Because suddenly the world has been handed over under the supposed 
exigency of a supposed war—supposed by certain supposed people—to the 
third-class minds of the world. In the ordinary course of business and af- 
fairs the third-class minds of the world—the soldiers or gun-thinkers and 
the politicians or law-and-police thinkers--are kept in the background 
where they belong, by men who do things. 

The people in Germany who run the ocean steamship lines and make 
the aniline dyes for nations, the men in Paris who choose the clothes of 
the world and the men who run the mills in Manchester and the banks in 
London, all these men see daily and use daily the fallibility and flexibility 
of human nature. The governments don’t. Governments have the ‘‘Me 
and God’’ habit. They cannot think. And of course nobody, neither a 


' government nor anybody else, can think until it stops saying ‘‘Me and God.’’ 


. Now what I am pointing out is that we are all guilty together and we 
must arrange to keep from shooting long enough to remember. This thing 
that I am saying about ‘‘Me and God’”’ is not addressed to one nation. 
I am a human being. I do not propose to be cooped up or in in my 
love and criticism to mere ical streaks or spots of people on this 
planet. This planet is small enough as it is when one considers the height 
and depth—the starry height and depth of the human spirit that wavers 
and glows through us ali—Wagner and Shakspeare, Tolstoi and Moliere' 

Though the cathedrals quarrel together and sing praises with siege- 
guns to their own little foolish national souls and rain bombs on each 
other’s naves, [ take my stand by the great bells ringing in their towers, 
by the souls of their poets overriding the years, by the prayers and songs 
of their heroes, artists, inventors; by the mothers and the little children. 

We are all in the same world. We are all alike. Iwill not say of any 
one nation what I will not say of the others. And I will not say of any one 
man what I will not say of myself. ee ae ie

Dingy, prison-like room at city 
hospital shelters drug users’ 
Brotherhood of Despair, seek- 
ing relief from habit that en- 


chains them in almost hope- 


less servitude ni aa 


T the top of one of the buildings of the 
St. Louis City Hospital is the Chamber of 
Sorrows. It is circular in form, with a 
conical roof in which are set heavily 
barred windows. The floor is of hard, 
gray cement and there is a perpetual 
heavy odor of iodoform. 

Radiating from the circular wall towards the center, 
like the spokes of a wheel, are numerous cots, each with 
a pair of clean sheets and a clean, blue blanket. Re- 
clining upon these cots, or sitting upon them or loung- 
ing dejectedly about the inclosure are the unhappy 
inhabitants. All are men and they are alike in that 
all are haggard, unshaven, restless, and they wear a 
uniform of cheap blue overalls and jumpers. 

Some of them are white men and some are negroes. 
Some of them are laborers, some never labored in their 
lives, except under compulsion, and here and there is 
one who has enjoyed professional training. In this 
place, however, castes are lost and the color line is all 
but obliterated. They are united in a brotherhood of 
wretchedness. Their cominon tie is slavery to a drug.. 

The massive gratings across the windows and the 
iron door are not the emblems of their servitude. These 
are placed here for their protection, for they have come 
into this place voluntarily and they depart whenever 
they so desire—with the few exceptions of those who 
have been sent from city prisons for treatment. A con- 
firmed drug addict is not always responsible and even 
into the most zealously guarded institution drugs can 
be smuggled. And a fall or a leap from the Chamber 
of Sorrows *o the ground waquid have fatal results. 

In norma. ‘mes their prison is part of the ward where 
suspects are placed for observation as to their sanity. 
When, March 1, the United States Government relent- 
lessly clamped down the lid upon the promiscuous sale 
of habit-forming drugs, the victims were driven in de- 
spair to seek treatment. Some of them—perhaps a mi- 
nority—undoubtedly wished to be free. Others were 
actuated only by a desire to get in the hospital the stuff 
they could not get outside; for they knew that humane 
treatment of the evil did not contemplate an immediate 
and complete deprivation of drugs. 

The Chamber of Sorrows is only one ef several in the 
institution. Some of the others are at least more 
cheerful in appearance and more comfortable in fur- 
nishings. Upwards of 100 patients applied in the first 
two weeks, although the hospital was already crowded. 

The aggregate was a junkpile of broken humanity. 
Battered and disfigured men and women, many of them 
from the slums and hovels and brothels of the city—a 
few from better homes—floched here. Some of their 
bodies were cicatrized in a hundred places from pro- 
longed use of the hypodermic syringe. Those who were 
not thus disfigured were marred by the customary pal- 
lor and the shifty, glassy eyes of the confirmed drug 
Many betrayed by their bearing that they were 
susceptible to the humiliation of their position; yet 
not a few seemed unacquainted with a sense of shame. 
The groanings of the sufferers not infrequently were

punctuated with the vilest o* -~ities of the undermost 
world. : 

Curiously enough, the physicians, attendants and 
nurses even in the Chamber of Sorrows, did not mani 
fest any repugnance to their task. Each victim was to 
have his chance. However hopeless any case might 
appear, there was a human being somewhere at the bot- 
tom of it, and this human must te rescued if possible. 
Very often the human said openly that he did not wish 
to be rescued, but there was always the chance that 
his insidious master, the drug, was speaking and not he 
himself. At any rate, it was worth a trial. 

“There's no use, Doc,” one of the sufferers, a gray- 
bearded man of 14, said to an interne. “I can’t remem- 
ber when I didn’t use dope. Must have been a mighty 
young kid. You are wasting your +ime.” 

The interne, however, spoke words of encouragement 
and gave him a potion. “The worst of it is,”’ the young 
physician said afterwards, “I am afraid he’s right. The 
best we can do is to give him a chance to straighten up, 
but there isn’t much hope for an old-timer like him.” 

Many a pitiful biography was sighed into sympathetic 
ears within the Chamber of Sorrows and its counterpart 
in the women’s ward. The only difficulty is that ex- 
perienced men say the drug addict’s stories must always 
be taken with salt. The inveterate addict, according 
to the doctors, is almost invariably a confirmed liar. 
Prevarication seems to be a symptom of the disease. 
And yet, when all allowances are made, with liberal dis- 
counts for motives and fancied grievances, much of 
their mournful narratives must be true. 

There is a woman patient, for instance, whose lan- 
guage is that of a person of some refinement. She is 
in her forties ard looks to be 60. She declares economic 
reasons forced her into the morphine habit. Her bus- 
band has been a hard-wor’ing man and their family 
has struggled for several vears to get along. Four or five 
years ago she acquired an ailment which a minor sur- 
gical operation would have remedied. Yet her husband 
couldn’t spare the money and she couldn't spare the 
time from looking after her household and taking care 
of her children. She began using morphine to relieve 
her suffering. When she entered the hospital she cou!’ 
no longer get along without it. 

Another sufferer is a prize fighter, whose name is 
known in the local sporting fraternity. He was in a 
grueling fight, early in his career, he said, when a 
second induced him to take a morphine tablet. The 
drug revitalized him. He never felt stronger or cooler 
or more courageous. He used it in subsequent matches 
until he, too, was enslaved. 

Another is a youth of 27 who is taking treatment for 
the heroin habit. Seven or eight years ago he killed a 
man in a quarrel and was sent to the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary. Other convicts induced him to take the drug. 
By the time he was ready to depart he could not do

without it. He declares that a large percentage of his 
fellow prisoners used it and that they obtained. regular 
supplies. 

Two treatments are employed. One of them is a grad- 
val tapering-off process. The other is the more abrupt 
and drastic Lambert-Towne treatment. The latter is 
ziven to those only who are physically strong enorvgh to 
endure it. 

The basic principle of both methods is the same. It 
involves a diminution of the supply of the drug, a thor- 
ough physical cleansing and, most important of all, a 
toning up of the system by proper nourishment. 

In the tapering-off process, which is the more com- 
mon, the patient receives his drugs in steadily dimin- 
ishing quantities. First the physician ascertains the 
quantity he has been in the habit of consuming daily. 
A smaller quantity is prepared in solution and bottled. 
At regular intervals a hypodermic needle full of the 
solution is drawn from the bottle and injected under the 
patient’s skin. An equal amount of distilled water is 
replaced in the bottle. Theoretically, of course, there 
is always some of the drug in the solution, but actually, 
towards the close of the treatment, there is none. Sood, 
wholesome food is expected to do the rest. 

In the Lambert-Towne treatment an effort is made 
to find a short cut to the same result. Something less 
than the patient’s daily consumption of drug is broken 
into three doses, given an hour apart. After that he 
is given powerful drugs, designed to clean his system 
thoroughly of all extraneous substances. 


This treatment is kept up for 48 hours. While it is 
going on the patient suffers acutely. All of his phys- 
ical functions become abnormally active. He suffers 
cramps and pangs, both from the absence of his drug 
and from the heroic purging. At the end of the 48 
hours he is weak aed wracked, but he has undergone 
a thorough housecleaning. Then begins the work of 
building him up by the proper feeding. He ta*es on 
weight and, if he sticks it out, leaves the hospital with 
his Crug craving gone. 

“It is not at all certain that he will not again use 
the drug,” explained one of the visiting physicians in 
charge of this work. “The drug user is usually a person 
of small moral courage. He will get with old asso- 
ciates or will suffer some pain and, remembering how 
the drug used to cheer him and relieve him, will take 
to it again. Fut if he does so it is simply because his 
will pever is abnormally weak and not because of an 
abnermal craving.” 

It is of sunrene importence that the physician be fully 
informed as to the amount of the drug the addict has 
been in the hahit of taking. One man’s failure to tell 
the truth cost him his life. He told the physicians 
that his rezu'ar daily consumption was 60 grains of 
morphine. To be safe, the doctors assumed it was 40 
grains and based his dosage on that amount. It turned 
cut that he had been ta‘ing less than 4) grains and so 
got a fatal overdose in the hospital. 

“The only way I can figure it out,’ said the doctor 
who attended him, “was that this man came to the hos- 
pital to get morphine when he couldn't get it outside. 
He fizured that we would cut the quantity a great deal 
and probably guessed that if he said 60 grains he would 
get something close to his customary dose.” 

The untruthfulness of patients is the hardest thing 
the physicians have to contend with in these cases. 
Atrendants declare that the addicts not only prevaricate 
about the quantity they take and the time they have

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HERE is a peck or more of good 20- 
dollar gold pieces out of active train- 
ing in Bronson, Mich. and it is 
more than probable that as much 
gray matter has been wasted in an ef- 
fort to locate them as has been ex- 
pended in attempts to square the cir- 
cle, prove the fourth dimension or borrow a dollar 
from John D. -Rockefeller. 

The cause of it all is James Francis Ruggles, and 
he’s dead. But J. Francis dead is causing more 
mental torment to a lot of people than J. Francis 
living did to the whole world. 

The reason of it all is that J. Francis didn’t want 
to be forgotten after his physical body had passed to 
dust. In his lifetime he did some things calculated 
to make his name worthy of a place among the im- 
mortals of letters; but he doubted, with reason, that 
his literary achievements would keep his memory 
green, so he chose a surer course to sustain interest 
in J. Francis Ruggles for a long time to come. 

Will you ever forget the good old pirates of the 
Spanish Main? Then you won’t soon forget J. 
Francis. He wasn’t a pirate. He was a monument 
of integrity and honor; but he did one thing the 
pirates did before him. He hid-a lot. of gold. 


J. Francis Ruggles was born on a little farm a 
mile west of Bronson, Branch County, Mich., April 
22, 1848, and died there Sept. 14, 1911.- He was al- 
ways eccentric. Neither his parents nor his brothers 
could make anything of him or understand his ways. 
He was an omnivorous reader, eagerly devouring 
everything in the form of literature that came with- 
in his reach. He took to collecting odds and ends of 
every description, but books were a mania with him. 
He would prowl about old attics*and bookcases, 
picking up tattered volumes and dog-eared books that 
had long since been discarded by their owners. These 
he would offer to buy, but his friendly neighbors 
usually humored him by giving him the worthless 
trash—as they thought it. 

As he gréw older he bécame the despair of his 
parents. He would not apply himself to the work 
of the farm. He preferred to read or hunt curios. 
Then came a most astonishing revelation. The old 
farmhouse burned to the ground, and after the 
ambers had cooled J. Francis raised the hearth stone, 
and from underneath extracted a lump of gold—a 
lump that had been originally $1200 in gold coin! 
And his parents and brothers had not the slightest 
suspicion that the young man had even so much as 
a dime laid away. 

“Where did you get it?” they demanded. 

“Oh, I sold some old books that happened to be 
rare to a collector in New York City, and they 


_ brought a good price,” he informed them. “I had 


nearly a thousand dollars in bills tnder that stone 
that have burned,” he added, indifferently. 


Ruggles/made books his business. He became one 
of the world’s greatest collectors of rare volumes. 
He could trace and buy for you any book in any 
tongue. If you desired an out-of-print set of Shaks- 
peare J. Francis could get it for you on short notice. 
If you coveted the famous Guttenburg Bible he would 


tell you off-hand at just what price he could procure 
jit for you. 
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In this business Mr. Ruggles accumulated much 
wealth, and in 1889 he erected the house that stands 
as a monument to his memory in Bronson today. 
This building was put up after his own designs and 
is a: marvel of eccentric architecture. It is ap- 
parently only two stories high, on the outside, but 
it contains six floors within, including the basement 
and observatory. These floors are so arranged that 
a person posted in the living room can follow the 
movements of -an intruder in any part of the build- 
ing without being seen himself. So many and varied 
are the secret entrances, exits, stairways and pas- 
sageways, however, that it would be next to impos- 
sible to capture anyone acquainted with the maze. 


Some people may have fooled Mr. Ruggles once— 
and the elements did—but he never was fooled twice 
by the same one. He built his block as nearly: fire- 
proof as was possible, but he didn’t trust his money 
loose about it. He had no faith in banks and never 
deposited a dollar in one. This much his brothers 
know: he had all his surplus money changed into 
20-dollar gold pieces, and these he deposited in an 
iron pipe of a diameter just large enough to re- 
ceive them, then stopped the ends of the pipe with 
iron plugs. Ruggles must have filled several of these 
pipes, which he hid away in the mysterious recesses 
of his building. 

And the building itself was a never-ceasing wonder 
to the people who visited it. Thousands upon thou- 
sands of books filled its shelves. Side by side with 
50-cent editions of popular novels rested little moth- 
eaten books that were literally worth their weight 
in diamonds. A thief, equipped with Mr. Ruggles’ 
knowledge of books, could have walked away with a 
large fortune under his arm. From basement to 
attic were glass cases filled with curios from al! over 
the world—for J. Francis traveled extensively. And 
on the walls of his rooms were pasted hundreds of 
autograph letters, many of them from such celebrities 
as Abraham Lincoln, -Robert G. Ingersoll, Edgar Al- 
len Poe, Tom Paine and Li Hung Chang. 

J. Francis himself became more and more eccentric 
as he grew older. He lived alone on the upper floors 
of his building, seldom going out except for his 
meals, which he took at the hotel directly across the 
way. He shunned the companionship of his fellow 
men, and refused to converse with anyone except on 
strictly business subjects. He was a hater of women, 
and while he always treated them respectfully he 
would not permit one of the sex to approach within 
six feet of him. The waitresses at the hotel were 
told to keep their distance, and the landlord was 
compelled personally to serve the boarder. 

The house that Ruggles built is situated at the 
extreme west end of Bronson’s business street, and 
for the last 25 years of his life he never ventured 
east of the nearest corner. He would not enter the 

postoffice, but hired a boy to bring his mail. 

J. Francis Ruggles never destroyed anything that 


came into his possession. Every newspaper, maga- 


zine, catalogue and letter that he ever received, was 
found carefully wrapped in paper and packed in his 
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storeroom. He had complete files of papers and 
Magazines covering a period of nearly half a cen- 
tury, all in perfect preservation. Even his worn out 
tooth, shoe and hair brushes were never thrown away. 

As he felt the end approaching Ruggles wrote his 
own obituary, a remarkable document of over 5000 
words. He had invitations to his funeral engraved, 
to be distributed after his death. He left no will, 
but among his effects were .found promissory notes 
payable to those he wished to remember. 

He died as he had lived—alone and friendless. 
After his death his brothers went expectantly to 
work to uncover his hoard. For months they 
searched diligently, all but razing the building in 
their efforts to find the gold. They uncovered an 
amazing number of hiding places. Panels of the 
staircase came out and disclosed secret cubbyholes 
within. Whole sections of the floors could be raised, 
and beneath were recesses large enough to contain 
the national debt. The pillars of the stair railings 
were hollow and could be explored with the aid of 
a screwdriver. There were hidden openings in the 
side walls; there were attics where there should be 
no attics, with concealed ladders leading into them. 
There were a thousand and one places where mmatns 
of iron pipe could be concealed. 

But the pipes with their thousands in golden 
treasure were nowhere in evidence. J. Francis had 
been crafty and ingenious; he knew they would 
search for his wealth in secret hiding places, there- 
fore he left his secret hiding places empty and put 
the gold somewhere else. But where? The only 
money the brothers have recovered thus far is 25 
$20 bills that were found in a money belt about the 
waist of J. Francis after his death. 

Finally the searchers gave it up; and in order to 
settle the estate the building was sold. It is now 
occupied by the postoffice. 

Some of the disappointed scoffers hint that the 
Ruggles treasure trove is as mythical as the buried 
hoards of Capt. Kidd or the hidden treasure of La- 
fitte, along Barataria Bay. By way of a grim jest at 
the expense of his relatives and neighbors, it is sug- 
gested, he built an ideal hoarding place, with so 
many secret chambers and recesses as to keep the 
cupidity of the searchers in high hopes for months.

planes are fighting a duel to the death, and almost di- 
rectly below them young girls are dancing about a 
May pole. a 

All these things are part of the business of Universal 
City, for it is the one town in America the exclusive 
business of which is play. As many as 16 moving pic- 
ture concerns may be operating there at once, and each 
company may have several machines going at the samy 
“time. One company has 40 former soldiers; another has 
45 Sioux Indians and still another has 25 cowboys, whi!u 
there are hundreds of “extras” filling parts for all va- 
rieties of films. 

From the activities of these men and women, under 
the supervision of a trained corps of directors, 17,000 
feet of motion picture films are manufactured every 11 
days. On big days, when every green slope yields its 
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cowboys, Indians, Mexicans 
and soldiers mingle freely 
with knights and ladies and 
stately colonial dames, each 
for the time putting off the assumed character and 
chatting with the freedom to be found only among 
people conscious of their neighbor's true worth. 

The fertile fields adjacent to the city yield to thy 
people of the motion picture world everything that may 
be desired in the way of vegetables. The gardens are 
excellent and every citizen, male and female, takes per- 
sonal pride in the appearance of his or her respéctive plot 
of ground. The meat consumed, and it is no inconsidera- 
ble quantity, is all killed and cured in Universal City. Al- 
though 20 automobiles are at the disposal of the moving 
picture people for use between San Fernando Valley and 
Los Angeles, little in the way of foodstuffs is needed 
aside from that raised in the valley. 


Approaching Universal City from the east, through 
picturesque Griffith Park, one is struck with its curious 
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menagerie. The enormous elephant, the 
tigers and lions, the gaunt wolves, the 
pack of fierce sledge dogs, camels and a 
thousand other denizens of the wild add a picturesque 
touch to the ensemble. 

The Mavor, Miss Lois Weber, attends to the executive 
duties of her municipality in a manner that has won the 
commendation of all. Her Chief of Police is Miss Stella 
Adams, who rides well, shoots better and quells the 
turbulent element of the city as promptly as any head 
of a police department in the country: Mrs. J. C. Flores, 
the Sheriff of Universal Ranch, is another picturesque 
figure of the life. These young women have the sup- 
port, both moral and physical, of the best elements of 
the motion. picture people, and there is perhaps less 
infraction of the law there than in any other community 
of equal size, despite the cosmopolitan character of the 
citizenship. 

To be present at the formal opening of this wonderful 
city, enthusiasts in New York chartered a specie] train, 
consisting of four Pullmans and a diner. The special] 
made but five stops between New York City and Log 
Angeles, A well-known Western vaudeville circuit ar- 
ranged to have some of its best acts travel on the train 
from Chicago, to furnish entertainment for the. party. 
Pictures taken on the trip were developed at Universal 
City and shown in the exhibition theater there.

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been slaves, but will also lie about the simplest things, 
such as the amount of food they consume. 

Dinner in the Chamber of Sorrows is served in gen- 
erous quantities in cups and on plates. When meal time 
comes, watchers have to be stationed in the wards to 
keep some patients from stealing the food of others. 
Sometimes a man will say he has eaten his meal. when 
he has given it to somebody else and has not taken a 
bite. Sometimes he will say he has not been served 
when he has already eaten two or three portions. 

Many of the patients, when the first pangs of denial 
seize them, become morose and even truculent. Their 
care tries the patience of nurses and attendants almost 
to the limits of endurance. Several times men have 
demanded their release from the hospital and have gone 
away, only to return in a day or two to beg to be taken 
in again. e 

Not long ago, four or five incorrigibles were released 
and went to a locker room. An attendant, who followed 
them, saw them giving each other “shots” with a hy- 
podermic needle, before they had left the building.
